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INTRODUCTORY NOTICE. 



It is now upwards of two cenlurii s and a quarter since the despotic 
sway of the Eoj^Iisli Sovereigns over llic conscifiiccs of their siilijects, 
induced alt who entertaiuL'd different sentimfHtS from thosr of the 
<"stablish('d church, to turn their eyes towards the wilderucss of America 
as an asylam from the uanaturol persecutioiu of the MotWr Couatiy. 

With this v'tew, some of the principal men amonf^ those who had 
already souf^ht a refuge in HoUaiid, commenced treating with the Virginia 
Company, and at the same time took, measures to ascertain whether the 
King would grant them iiberty of conscience should they remove thilher. 
Tbej ultimately cfifected a satis&ctory arrangeineot with the Compon/, 
bac ftom Jamfla ibey could obtain no public recognition of religious liberty, 
but moid/ a pmaiae that if th^y behaved peaceabl/ he woald not moleat 
tlwm OB aecoHQt of tbair nligkMia opiiitMS. 

On ttie 6th of September, 1620, a detachment from the Church M 
Lejdea set sail from Plymouth for the Virgiaia territory, but owing to 
the tieMbeiy of the amat* thcgr were fcwded at Cape Cod, ami olUaiately 
at Flynooth* oa die 11th day of December Memiag. Findiag theaudm 
whhont the jutisdictioii of the IHrgiaia Gmipaay, they eetablished a dktfaiet

gor«nuiiBDt for themidvri. Iii the je«r 1^4^ the nicceu of thi» 
ihiHatira wn «o i»wni% KjwaMtiied in th« West of Englaml, ttiac 
the Rer. Joha White, a d'Htingniahed minister in DoitheMer» preraikd 
npon MMM mefehanis ami others to ondeftafce another lettlenient in New 
Engtand. Ening provided a common stoch, thfj seat ovef aevcnl 
peisons to begin a filantatioo at Cape Aon, where the/ wne joined bj 
some diaaflected indindoals fiom the Pljmoutli settlement This pngect 
was soon abandoned as ooprofitaUet and a portion of the settlers removed 
westward witidn the terriuirj oS Nanmlwag, which then extended to 
what is now Manchester. Bj the iatercemion and gfeat exertions of 
Mr. White, the project of a aettlement in this neighborhood was not 
altogether relinquished, and a new eomiMDj was soon afterwards formed. 
One of company, and dm principal one to any its objects into 
immediate eflect, was the suliject of this Memoir. He was in the 
sfndMf sense of the word, a Puritan; a sect composed, as an able 
foreign writer has said, of the " most remarkable body of men which 
perhaps the world has ever produced.

To know biin, to son'e him, 
to enjoy him, was widi them the great end of existence. They rejected 
With contempt the ceremonious homage uliich other sects subbiituied for 
the. homage of the soul. — On the rich and the eloquent, on nobles and 
priests they looked down with contempt; for they esteemed themselves 
rich in a more precious treasure, and eloquent in a more sublime language .; 
nobles by the rigiit of an earlier creation, and priests bjr the impoaition 
of a mightier band."

'Jmh Ehdecott, wboie name is so intimately associated with the dm 
settlement of this country, and with whose early history his own is so 
closely inwoven, that in the language of the late Revecend and learned 
Dr. Bentlej,* "abore all others he deserved the name of the Fathea 
or Nsir EiroLAifo,*' wai bam in Oorehoster, Dorsct^ire, Eoghndt in 
the jeer 1688. Ho wia a man of good intdleeiual eodownenis and menial 
cdtnn, piMMMed of a vigiQKiui mind and a feailess and independent 
whidi well fitted him for the thwui and iiTing dudes ha wu 
deilined to pnfbnn. Of hit earij life and private and domettie character, 
little 18 known; neither are we nwdi hotter infoimad as to liis pareniagei 
except that his familj was of tespectaUe standing and moderate fixrtones. 
He hdonged lo that dass in England, called esqniies Of gantlemea, 
cpmpoied mostly at diat penod of the independent landbolders of the realm. ' 
With dm azceptioo, tlmraibm, of a few leading incidents, we are 
rdnclaotlj oU^sd to pass over neailj the whole p«nod of Mr. £ndecott*s

life, previous to iiis engaging in the enterprise for the settlpment of 
New England. History is almost sibnt upon tiic sul)Ject, and the 
tndition of the family has been but imperfectly transmitted and preserved. 
Hil letters, the ooljr written productions which are left us, furnish internal 
evidence that he was a man of liberal cducaUon and cultivated mind. 
There aie proofs of his liavin;; been, at some period of his life, a 
Mirgeon ;^ yet as he is always alluded to, in the eariieat records of the 
Massachusetts Compaoj, bj the title of Captain, there can be no doubt 
whatever that at some time prevXMS to his emigration to this country he 
liad held a commiaaion in the arm/; and his subsequently passing through 
the aeveial militarj grades, to that of Sergeant Major General of 
Massachusetta, jnatifiaa tbia conduiion; while the camea which led to 
tbia change In bis profession cannot now be ascertained. 

While a lesident in Lmdon, he mairieil a ladj of an inflnential 
familj by the oane of Anna Gouer, bjr whom it is andeisiood he had 
no ebildten. She was coasln to Bfattbew Cradoekf the Governor of the 
Mastacbnietts Company in England. If tradition be cofieet, the 
circnmsiances which brought about thb connexioa* were nmilar to thmse 
which are rdated of John Alden and Miles Standisb.* Some needle 
work wrought hj this lady, m aiill presened in the Museum of dm Salem 
East India Marine Society.* Mr. Endecott waa also brother-in-law 
to Roger Lvdlow, Asslsiant and Deputy Goremor of the Massadnnetta 
Colony in the year 1634^ and afterwatda lamoua in the settlement of 
New HaTen.

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Bat Mr. Endecuti's liigliust cluim to disllnctiun resU upoa the fact 
that he was an intrepid and successful leader uf the Pilgrims, and the 
earliest pioneer of the Massachusetts settlement under the Patent. His 
name is found enrolled among the very foremost of that noble hand, the 
Fathers and Founders of New England: — those pious and devout mrn, 
who, firm in faiih and trusting in God, wont fearlessly forward in 
the daring rnterprisc, and hewed their homes and their altars out of the 
wild and tangled forest, where they could worship "the God of their 
fathers agreeably to the dictates of their own consciences." Such was 
the persecution to which the non - conformists in England were at this 
period subjected, that the works of oatare were the only nfe witnesses 
of their devotions. Deriving no honor, 40 far aa we know, from the 
dosiog balls of ancestry, Mr. Endccott was the architect of his own 
fame, and won the lauiets which encircle his name anud saoificear 
snftrinfSy and trials, better suited to adoro aa historical lanance, than to 
accompanj a pbia lale of leal life. 

Under the gukhneo and inffloieneo of tho Rev. Mr. Skdlon, he 
embiaced the principles of the Puritans; and in the hegjlnning of the 
jrenr IG28| associated Mmaalf with Sir Hemy Bosweli» Sir John Yumg, 
Simon Whetoomb, John Humphrej, and Thomas Sontheoat, in the 
porchaae of n grant lijr a oonndeiaUe snni of nMnejr,'" for the setilenient 
of Massaehntetts Baj* from the Fijniattdi Coondt in England. TUa 
gnnt was suhae^ntlj confirmed by Patent from Chmlefl the Fint. 
He was one of the orighial paienteeSf nnd the fine of that Compnny 
who emigrated to this conntiy.'

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Whatever may have been the objects o( tlie first settlers geoeraliy 
ill Gokmixing Ne%v England, there can be no doubt that his was, the 
eitablisbiDeot of ifaeir own forms of church gnveinineDt and discipline, in 
a plRe« wiieie the/ might live undrr them unmolested, and eiut>y 
Cbiist and his oidinances in their primitite puritj. With hnon it was 
whoHy a religkws enterprise. 

He sailed from Wejrmonih in the ship Abigail, Henrjr Gaoden 
master, on the 20th June, 1628. On board this little vessel with himself 
and wife, lie enclosed the germ of that colonj which was destined 
hereafter to cnrt an important influence upon the social freedom of the 
whole world, in a company of abont one hundred planters. The following 
extract from Johnson^ Wondef Working Praridence,'* wPl illustrate 
the estimation in which he was held at this period: **The much honoured 
John ladicat came over with them, to goveme, « fit instrument to 
begin this Wildemesse - worfce ; of cooiage bold, undaunted, jet sociaUe 
and of a eheerfull spiiii, bviug and austere, appljring himaelfe to either 
as occasion served. And now let no man be offended at the Authorls 
mde Verse, penned of purpose to keepe In memory the Names of 
snch worthies as Christ made strong for himselfe, in this unwonted 
worke of his.

He was made dceplj Mnsibte by the Company^s imtructioDs that 
much was expected from his exertions, nnd tlio impolencj of this 
small bej^inning to colonize a ucw country, uinp;nificent as it has been 
id its rrsiilts, iiiu^i have aiipcarcd to liim almost appalling. It \vas an 
enterprise wliich ho knew must he pursued under every privation and 
(lilTiculty, and athicved only vviilt great distress, suffering and fatigue. 
How conflicting must have been the emotions whicli filled the breasts 
of this " forlorn hope" of the Puritan party, as tlmy stood for the last 
time irpnn the shores of their native country and exchanged the parting 
look and embrace with kindred and friends I And when by a transition 
almost imperceptible to their bewildered senses, they found themselves 
launched upon the watery clement, and those shores fast receding from 
their sight! when, too, for the 6aX ixm, night gathered around, and 
the feeling crept over them that they were indeed akme liptMi the deep, 
with none but the all -seeing ejre of their Maker to watch then 
in their progress upon the trackless ocean, lowards a distant and 
unexplored country ! bow devoutly and fervently must they have pia/ed 
that he ** who holds the watns in the hoilow of his hand, who rides upon 
the whirlwind and directs the storm," would guide in safety their little 
bark on its solitarf way! Behind them thejr had lel^ a land which 
indeed they called their awn, tfadr *' Arther land," but stript of its 
endearments and hallowed atsoeiatioas bj the recoUeetion of wnm^ and 
chastisements endured there for conscience sake! Before them, all was 
wrapped in obscurity nnd ^oom. But nnder the benign influences 
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of thai icligimn bitbr wMdi had led them to peril eveiy outhlj 
interest, the sUr of hope, like the piUar of fire to the IincUtes, guided 
them on their way, and supported them tn die beUef, that God who 
"tempen the winds to the dtom lamb,** would not fbrmke them in 

their helplessness. Thej airived in safetf at Nanmkeag, the place of 

their destination, on the 6th of September foUowing.' 

To this Company, under Endecott, belongs the honor of having 
formed the first permanent and Icj^ally recognized settlement at this 
place. Wo do not pretend, however, that they were the firat white 
men who ever trod the soil ; for we know when Endecott lauded on 
these shores, he found here a few fishermen and others, the remnant of 
a planting, trading and fishing establishment previously coniun need at Cape 
Ann, under the auspices of some gentlemen belonging to Dorchester, bts 
native place, but soon abandoned for want of success. Their leader, 
the Rev. John Lyford, had already emigrated to Virginia, and those of 
that oompanjr who removed their efiects hither, consisted at that time 
of some five or six persons, most of whom were secedcrs from the 
settlement at Pljrmonth. Thej were, however, onlj sojourners, diaaflfected

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with tbe place, and requiring all tin httavMt and mUMtics of Hm Rar. 
Jobo Wkife» a notad mrabtar in DorchoMert to pfefeat theai fiom 
foraakiag h altogetlier and feUotpia^ Mr. Ljfiiid to Virginia. Bttf 
higher motim aod deeper purposes fired the aouls, and stimulated the 
hearts of Mr. Endecott and hit friends to commeace this aettlement, 
and to form new homes for themselves and dieir posterity ia this 
wilderness, before which the mere considerations of traffic and gain, sink 
into comparative iiisigiiificaacc. It was tiie love of religion implanted 
deep in the heart, thai gave impulse and permanenc^r to the settlement 
of iSaumkeag, and the Massachusetts Colony generally ; and the 
cummencement of this era, was the arrival of Endecott, with the first 
detachment of those holy and devout men, who valued earthly pursuits 
only so far as they were consistent with religion. It was also at this 
period, tliat a sort of definite reality was imparted to this region. 
Previously, all idea of it had floated in the mind likp ^i^ne and loose 
fantasies, as a sort of " terra incognita," situated - hk w rr m the 
wilderness of America. Hut the arrival of the Pilgrims at this time, 
dispelled the unrert.iint v in which it had before been wrapped, and at 
the same time threw around it the wannest sympathies, and most earnest 
solicitude, of large numbers who had now become deeply interested 
in its welfare. We therefore consider the landing of Endecott at 
this place, as emphatically the commencement of its permanent settlement 
as an asjrlun for the peraecuted and oppressed of the Mother Country. 
All pianoas visitors were comparatively adventurers, with motives and 
purposes Wideljr diflerent from those of that little band, who first rested 
upon this spot on tbe 6th of September, 1^.* On that daj, if I

At the period of Mr. Endecott's emigration, he was just forty years' 

of a^c, ])oss«ssed of a firm and robust constitution, well calculated to 

cuiitLud with the hardships and privations, which met the first pioneers 
of this western wilderness at i;\<jry sa ji, 11 health was, however, 
gradually undermined, no doubt by ttu- miluencc of the climate, as we 
learo by hi>i frequent mtimatioos of bodily infirmity, in his letters to Got. 
Wintbrop a ad others. From his first landing on these shores, until the 
time of his death, his history is full of incident. In thi^ new Geld of 
duty, iie was destined to {lerforiij not ( nlv a Loiispicuous, but a very 
responsible part in the drama of life. " His various talents, attainments 
and virtues were to be severely testpd." From henceforth almost every 
action was (o stand out in bold relief upon the pages of history, to be 
conned over by future generations, %vhile unfortunately for his fnmc, the 
motives which influcDccd and controlled niany of the most important, 
were never reootded, aad are oovr Jtoowa odjr to the peat seatdier of 
ail hearu.

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speak in very encouraging terms of the. new country, which was to be 
his future home, and for which he had forsaken the fair and fertile 
fields of Old Ciigiand, and tora asuuder all the ties nhich bound him to 
his native land. These tidings were like balm to the wounded 
spirits of those ia England, who were watching with intense anxiety, the 
sticcess or this experiment to cifect a settlement in the New World. 
We can never cease to regret that those letlen have not been preserred. 
They would h<ivo been valuable documeatBiy evkleim of how much 
the Maaaacbusetts Colony owed him for its auccess in these incij)ient 
StsgiPS of its existence. Had he dcawn an anfavorable picture, the 
settlement would no doubt have heen grratlj letudedf if not altogether 
abandooed for the time. But "the good report he teal back of the 
country, gave soeh encourageoMBt to the work, that imtB adventuren 
joined with the first undertakers. — Uniting hia own men with thoce 
who were fermerly planted in the Coloo/ into cue body, they made 
up in an not much abota fifty or nxty petnoa."^ On Mr. Endecott's 
airifatf he made kmwn to iba plantan who fieceded tun, that ha and 
fail aModate pBttntoaat bad poichaMd all tin pvofwrtj and privilqisa of 
the Dorcfaatter partnan, both beie and at Cape Ana. He •bortij aflnr 
ranoTod front dw ktier plaoei Ibr bit own private wadance, the fiame 
faouM, which a ftw yam baTom had bean araeted diein Ij the 
Dorcheiter Conpanj. It wai a lattefal cdifioe of two Moriaa high, and 
of the piavvling order of afchilactuie of that period, called the 
EUaabethiaoi, which was but of slight lenave fiom tba Gotbic Sone 
of its hard oak frame aoay still he bund in the baiMing at the oomar 
of Washington and Chinch stieeia, commonly known at this day as the 
"EndKOtt House,"* hut so ehanged in its extanat appaaianea that not

doubt, the same situ as ;it present ; the meeting house being aftmvards 
buiit directly opposite, aad the dwelling of Hugh Peter in the same vkinit/. 

Tlio alteration which now took place in the aflairs of the infant 
colooj, did not meet with favor frotn the first planteis, and for a while 
pvefented perfect harmony from provwling in the settlement. *' One of 
the aulljects of discord was the propriety of raiaing tobacco. Mr. 
Endeeott and his council believing such a production, except for medicinal 
purposes, injurious both to health and morels." Seside* this, tbey j 
pmbaUj viewed with no favorable eye, the agieement in eentiiiMiit 
bettreea Mr* Endeeott and die Pljmoath Chuicli ai to the proprietj of • 
ahotishing the ritual fenna of worship of the Cbnrcb of Engjiand ; for \ 
an adherence lo which they had already heen obliged to leate the ! 
Plymouth lenlenflnt. Ur. Eodecott rapteaented theae dililculdea lo the / 
hone goretnment, and in anawar lo Ms conrainnicalion they aay, '* That 
it may appear aa to all the woilde, as to the «U phniers 

thenMclvcs, that we sake not to make them atares, aa it aeema fay 
your letter aoma of them think ihemaalTea to be become by means of 
our patent they nie allowed to be parlakcra with ua in all the privileges 
we have with ao much labor and intefoessiott obtained fiom the King; 
to he incorporated into the aociety, and enjoy not only these lands 
which formerly they have nmnured, but such a further pniportion as the 
eivit authorities ilunk bast." They wen abo allowed the eaadnitss 
privilege of raising their fiivoiite weed — tobaoeo. 

The Company's Coon in London^ sctnsted by that tnw sense of 
justice which ever marked its ddibemtions, were determined not to 
trespass on any of the rights of the aborigines; and to tbia purpose 
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IK tlnrir two lint coiDiiiaiiic«tiaiii ut Mr. Endecott, the/ defticd faim 
to take ctpecMl we, ** that bo moog or injmy be viSmi bjr nj oT 
our people lo tbe nativet there,** and to satiifj every jurt daim which 
might be' made by them to tho teiritorjr of Naoaokeag and the plantatton 
generally. To thie record the aooi of the Pilgiiaaa have ever tamed 
with peculiar pride and endtation. Felt aaye, *<froiii hk welt known 
promptilnde and high aeoae of equity, there can he no doobt that he 
fulfilled every iota of anch inalniciione." Mr* Endecoti, in hie fint 
letien to the hooM govemmeal, aoggesied varioua tbinge lo advance the 
iotereata of the Cobmy} neb at the manufactara of aalt, cultivation of 
vineyarda, aending over frait atonea and kernela, grain Ibr aeed, wheat, 
barley and lye ; alao cettaia doaaeaticatcd animate ; all of whkdi were 
ahortly after tfanapotied to thia eountry. 

The aniwer to thia klter k deled tbe 19th of April, 1629, wherein 

tliey inform him, that the Company *are much enlarged since bM 
departure out of England,' and for tbe further strengthening of their 

grant from the Council at Plymouth, they hnd olitnincd a confirmation 
of it from his Majesty by his letters patents, under ihc broad seal of 
England ; incorporating ibcm into a body pctilic, with ample powers to 
go?ern and rule all his Majesty's subjects that reside witliia the limits 
of their plantation ; and that, in prosecution of the good opinion they 
have always eufertained of iiim, they have con/irmcd him Governor ui the 
Colony. No adventitious circomstaaces of fortune or birth aided him in 
hi& appointment to this, even then responsible office ; for although ilie 
Colony at this time was few in numbers and feeble in effort, yet in 
its success were involved the most momentous interests, and every thing 
depended upon the right impulse and direction being given to its ai&irs. 
In the wofda of the Recoid, **havii^ taken into due conaidoatioii, the 
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menu, icorth, aud goad iemt of Captria Jdw Eadecotti and otkn 
lately gone over frmii hence, widi |iafpaee lo mjde-and continue tbero, 
wee have with foil ooneent and authoritie of dus Court, and by ereecon 

of hands, chosen and elncted the said Captain John Endecott to the 
place of present Goveniour of said Plantation." They furiher speaic of 
tin; confidence they repo«c in liiui, m tlius commitliug the affairs of the 
Colony into his hands. Gov. Cradock also compliments him upon his 
motives and conduct; aud the Company inform iiim, that they are 
disappointed of the provisions ordemd lo be sent for himself and Mrs. 
Endecott, but (God willing,) ihvy purpose to send thcni by the next 
vessel.' It is also believed that at this time Mr. Lndecou ordered the 
fruit trees which aftcr\vards coui>iituted his orchard upon the farm granted 
him in iCfK?, of ^vhich one venerable patriarch, the celebrated old pear 
tree, yet rtniaius, having withstood the " pehine^ of pitiless storms," of 
upwards of two hundred winters, and still dropping down its rich ihiit 
into the bosoms of bis distant descendants.' 

In a second letter dated the 28ih of May following, the Company 
remark : " Wee have siihence our last, and according as we there 
advised, at a /uU and ample Court assembled, elected and established 
joa, Captun John £ndeeott, to the place of present Govemooi of our

Tbe model of the Goferaineat cstaUtabed bj tliia ** Act of Cooit," 
oonsMtcd of a Gomoor, and twelve penoni as a Coandl, Mjkd '* Thb 
GoTsanoii md Cmmeih or Lomdoh*s Pluttatioii ih thb Haitaghi»ctts 
Bat in Nbw Etolavd. Tbejr were to elect a Deputy Governor, for 
the lime being, ftom among their aamber; were ahn autborised lo 
ehooae a Secretary and other needfid officers. They were empowered 
10 iiK ▼aeandea in dwir body oocanoncd by death or otherwiie. The 
Governor, or in bis absence the Deputy, might call Courts at pleasure, 
and they had power to MtaUish any law^ not nt variance with those 
of England ; < to adndatiter justKo apon malefiicton, aod inflict eondigo 
punishment upon all oflimders.* To maho any act valid the G overnor , 
or Ins Deputy, was always In vote with the majority. A form of Oath 
was sent over nt tins time to be n^ainisteied to Mr. Endicott as 
Governor, and one abo for the other ollieen of the government. He 
look the oath, and was inducted into oflioe. Hero then, we conceive, 
is direct and incootrovcrtible testimony that Eodeeott was appointed the 
Jirst Governor of Ma<<isachu»ctts under its Colonial Charter from the 
King. It is so itaicd hy Joseljii, Hutchinson, and Prince. He 
received a copy of that Charter, and tiic documentary evidence of his 
constitutional authority as Governor, both at tlie same time. It was 
reserved for writers of the present age to endeavor to deprive him of 
this distinction. The motives which stimulate these attempts to pervert 
the most obvious facts, are not easily discerned. The actors in those 
8€«nes have Ion? since passed away, and with tiiem all iheir temporal 
honors. Posterity at this distance of time can tiierefore afibrd without 
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imyudiMt or *Mf panonat pnfSiraiioM « fimrilim, to be tomSmmf* 
iafeaucMM and ioipvUaL To Mr. Eadeeott waa gbm mt tloi tiatei all 
tin powen ivJiieli his imnMdiaid anocanm aiav emciMd. Thejr wan 
eaaftind apoii ham, too, bj the mm bodjr wbo mA$equently eleciad 
Mr. Wintbfop to tbat offioa. Tbo abolwbniaDC of te. boaid «f oobIibI 
in Eagbnd, and tbe tmMTer of **lbB gOTanmeBt of tbe planutkm to 
those tbat ifaill iafaabit Aera,"* and fantaad of cbooitng tbe Colonial 
Gorernore in Old England, hy nemben of the Companj there, to 
choose them by membera of the same Companj, who were in New 
Eugland, could not weaken the validity of his claim to be considered 
the first Governor of the Massachusetts Colony. To institute ll special 
course of ar^ment to deprive him of tliis distincuou, while it is 
conceded to all other Governors under simiiar circumstances, would, 
says Felt, " be cootrarjr to the dictates of correct philology and sound 
reason.** 

It was well for Mr. Endccott, that he possessed an ardent and 
sanguine temperament, which nothing could daunt, otherwise the 
iniiuuiurabie discouraging circumstances which met him in this, his new abode 
in every form, amid sickness, death and prirattons of every kind, well 
suited to appal the stoutest hearts, would oo doubt bare wrought their

Bat rach 
WM the energy aod firmooM of lot diaiactort aid«d» no doubt, by a 
religious enthusiasm, whicK indaced the belief, that it wu die purjiOK 

or God ' to gire them the land of the heathen as en inheritance,* that 
neither his faithiiDr confidence in the ultimate success of the undertaking, 
ever for a moment forsook him. Li every crisis, this little hand looked 
to liim, as the weather beaten and tenijiest tc>sscd mariner looks to his 
commander, next to God, for encouragement and support; — and ihcy did 
not look in vain. Such was the great mortahty anaong them, during 
the first winter after their arrival, arising from exposure to the rigors of 
an untried climate — badly fed and badly lodged — that there were 
scarcely found in the settlement, well persons enou;^li to nurse and 
console the sick. To enhance their distress, they were destitute of any 
regular medical assistance. In this painful dilemma a messenger was 
despatched by Mr, Endecott to Gov. Bradford, of the Plymouth settlement, 
to procure the necessary aid ; and Doctor Samuel Fuller, a prominent 
member and deacon of the Plymouth Church, was sent among them. 
During Doct. Fuller's visit, Mr. Endecott was called by Dirine Providenee 
to suffer one of the heaviest of earthly afflictions, in the death of his 
wife, the partoer of all his sorrows ; who had forsaken home, kindredt 
and the sympathy of friends, that she night share with him the cam 
and privations incldeot io a new settleinent. Surrounded by savage, 
and from the circumstaoces of the case, placed almost beyond the pale 
of eivUized aodetjr, her sympathy, coung^l and ad?iee mut oeeeaaariljr 
have been verf dear to him. She most have entwined hendf ahont 
Us nlBiedons as ik» tender ity winds itself atoand tl» loidlj oalt. Ber 
slender and delieate ihime was not pnof against the ngons of n New 
Eoglaad diuate. Born and nurtured in the midst of lunry and ease, 
she ooold not withstand the prifations and haidahijpn of her new home. 
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mi iliB fdl a victin to hw Mlf-ncrificing dispodtbii.' Fainfiil, adbwd, 
mut hnt been iba pwtiogi and eevere the tiial lo Mt» Eadeoott. 
Under the iaAieiiee of the ftdiiige wtuoh Ihii afflietiin itradneedi he 
wiote the tMammg letter to Gor. BidUwd. 

"Right Wofshipfulle Sir: 

" It is a thing not usual that servants of one Master, and of 

the same household, should be strangers. I assure you I desire it not; 
Nay, to speak more plainly, I cantwt he so to you. God's people arc 
all marked with one and the same mark, and have for the ru^lu one 
and the same heart, guided hy one and the same spirit of truth ; 
and where t^is is there can be ao discord, nay, here must needs he a 
sweet harmony : and the same request with you, I make unto the 
Lord, that wo as Christian brethren bo united by an heavenly, and 
unfeigned love, binding all our hearts and forces in furthering a 
work beyond our strength wiih rnvcrenrte and fear, fastening our eyes 
always on Him that is only able to direct and prosper all our ways. 
I acknowledge myself much bound to you, for your kind love and care 
in sending Mr. Fuller amongst us, and rejoice much that I am by 
liim satisfied, touching your judgment of the outward form of God's 
worship: It is as far as I can gather no other than is warranted by 
the evidence of truth, and the same which I have professed and 
maintained ever since the Lord in mercy revealed himself unto mce, 
being far from the comjqoa report that bath be«a spread of jou ia that

Tbe htmcUng epistle is alike honoraUe to his bead end Ids heart* 
Hanbl^ doKw^ and chastened fedngs, psmde it thfoughoot It 
speaks a mind aensibtj alive to idigioos hnpiessions. Tbe senttments 
hsie ezpieaoed, eanaMX M to find a lespense in tbe heerts of all 
leisedng men, in this and succeedii^ generations. The msgoltode of 
the imdeitakhig in which they wen engaged, tbe neeenity of nnien in 
dnk efibrts, end the imposribiKty of success without diiect IXvtne

nnistsiwe, an ben tepKsauled in lengosge ele^t end devout; blending 
the aceomplidmients of die scholar with the attiibntes of tbe cbrisdsn. Gov. 
Biadfenl notices the writer of this letter in tbe foUowing manner: 
**At Naonkesg, since called by them Salem, then was oome in the 
htter end of the Sumner bsfiire, a very worthy gentleman, Mr. John 
Endeoott by name, and sonm others with him, to make some 
preparatloa fix the rest; to whom (by some that came hither from 
dmnce,) I had occaaioii to writo onto Inm, though unknown by 6ee, 
or in any other way, bat as I heard of bis worth; firom whom I 
nceived the Jotter IbUowing." 

Whether Mr. EndecoU carried into execution his design intimated 
in this letter, of making Gov. BriiiJibrd a visit " shortly," is uuceriain. 
On the 27ih of May, 1629, io a commuuicatioa to the authorities at 
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home, he complained that some persons in his jurisdiction disregarded 
the !aw of 1622, for the regulation of trade with the Indians, and 
" dciiruig llic Company would take the sauu; luto their serious 
consideration, and to use some speedy means here for reformation 
thereof."' A petition was in consequence presented to the King, \v lio 
in compliance therewith issued a new proclamation, forbidding such 
disorderly trading. These steps were no doubt taiien iu reference to 
the associates of one Thomas Morion, >vhose residence at Mount 
Wollaston, or Merry Mount, now Quinry, he visited shortly after his 
arrira! in this country. This man, and his associates, had alarmed all 
tlic well disjxjsed settlers from Piscataqua to Plymouth, Ity selling arms 
and ammunition to the Indians, indulging themselves iu dissipation, and 
otherwise imj>eriling the peace and welfare of New England. The 
object of Mr. Endecott's visit was to rectify abuses anoong his remaining 
confederates, Morton himself having been already apprehended and sent 
home to England for trial. He went there, we are told, in the 
*• pariQrbg spirit of authority," and caused their May - pole to be cut 
dovrils to which they had been in the habit of affixmg pieces of satirical 
composition against those who opposed their wishes and practices, and 
rebuked the inhalntants for their profaneness, and admonished them to 
look to it that the/ walked better." He alio changed the name of 
the place and called il Meant Dagon. The pracne period of this Yiait 
is not known, and it is not tmpiobdile that Mr. Endeeott extended his 
jonrnej at the thnot to the Fljmovth Cblonj. Howevnr Ak apaj be, 
a warm friendship soon grew up between Gov. Biadfiiid and, liimself, 
which continued withoat intermptioa Cnr the lemaisder of their fires. 
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Aninl «r lb. nm^fliM and Mr. Malm— DMcri»li«i tf th« BttilcMit «t lb* tiae —

As yet no steps had been taken in ihc Colony touards fhe 
psublishraent of a reformed Church for propagating ihc Gospl, which 
they professed above all to l>e their aim in settling this Plantation. On 
the 30th of June, 1620, the Rev. Francis Iligginson' arri^pd at 
Naumkeag, and the Rev. Mr. Skcltou, the earljr friend and sjiiritual father 
of Mr. Endecott, arrired about ihc same tiine. They had been sent 
over by the borne gOTernment. Mr. lligginson thus speaks of bis reception 
bjr Mr. Endecott: "The next moring (dOtbi^ the Goremor cain« aboard 
to our Mft and bade as kindl/ i«elcnn)<r, and iurited mee and my wifie 
to eome on shore and take our todgiogs at his house ; which xve did 
aceordingljr." TlM aettlement, we are told, then consisted of «*abMit 
balf a score of JiQines, with a fair hoase newly built for the GSovemmir. 
We fomd also ahnndaiKe of 'come plaiited hj thevtt 1*17 good and 
wen KklAg. — Our Garenour hath a store of gieea pease gfovriog in his 
garden, at good as ef er I eat in En^and. • • • Oar CSofernour 
hath alieadj phated a rinejraid, with great hopes of increase. A1so» 
Dulberriea, plinns, raspberries, ctirraiits, chesnatSi filberts, wahiats, ssaall

nuts, hunk berries, and haws of white tKoru, uear as good as our 
cherries ia Euglaad — ibejr grow in pleuijr here." 

Shortly after the arrival of Mr. Ili^ginson and Mr. Skeltoa, the 
necessary measures were tal^cn prcpardiary to the settlement of a 
religious congregation, in acrordance witli the views of the Puritans. In 
thij they were aided by iMr. Endecoit, and the most intelligent of the 
colonists. Having first coticiuded a satisfactory form of church government 
and discipline, which was submitted to Mr. Eiidccott for approval, the 
6th day of August, 1629, just eleven months after his arrival, was the 
time selected for this " little band of devout Piigrimsi to enter into solema 
covenant with God, and one another, and also for the ordaining of tbeir 
ministers.'" By Mr. Endecott's order, a solemn day of " humiliatioa" 
had been held on the 20th of Jul/ jmoeding, for the choice of a Paator 
and Teacher. An important step was about to be lakiBB — a new 
priastiwod was about to be esubliahed — all allegiance to, or alliaace 
wHh aajr other Cbuich on earth was about to be diaaolved ! It was a 
sulgect of niomentous concern with the Cdcmists, and called iuto emciM 
all their isoral herotsm and siiiritual courage. Mr. Biadfordf the Qwwm 
of Pl/DKNitb, caaoe heie bj lea, and airived jmt in aeaaao to give tlw right 
Inad of feiknrddp. Of all that liide hand pthered together on thia 
oeoaaioD, none felt a deeper intereat, or took a mora i«a|ioiw,ble part, 
than the labjoet of this memoir.*

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While eferjr thtDgt to bU appBaniice» wu tbtn miUiiB mugieMaAy 
upon their spiritual coooen^ the doudi of diaeonl began to gather abaot 
ibem. Two brother^ John and Samuel Biowne, who wew displeaaeil 
that the use of the book of oonmoo ptaycr should be aboliriied in the 
newljr citablislied Cbuich, kept tbensdm aloof fiom any pattieiptMin in 
the perfoRuances of the new aerrioe. Nor woe thef a«tiit5ad with 
this. Thejr ^heied together anolhet eonpanj in n ^adnct place» and 
read to theni the ftfimlariea of the Episcopal Cbmeb. It is ao wonder 
that these prooeediogs were viewed by the Colonista irith diatmst and 
ahurm. Thejr were looked upon no doubt aa indicationa of another reign 
of prelacy, in their new abode* which had already driven tbem fiom their 
oadre country. Mr. Endeoott, however, took no public notice of these 
doings until compelled by the dtatmbaoce which began to grow nmoog 
the cokmistB by these means, when he aummoned the two hMMheia before 
him. It was, iiowever, to no purpose — they manifcaied muiiaotta and 
seditious dispositions, and Mr. Endecotr, acting under the advice of the 
Cooocil, aud the autltorily of the home government, sent them back to 
England. This act, thus early, raised a cry against him, and uujusii^ 
stamped his character with bigotry and intolerance, in the minds of many 
iiiuvilling to discern the important interests whicli were tlien believed 
to Ik: involved io it. But we tbiuk much can be said in eztonuatioD

Brownes, on their rctura 
to England, ma^c great exertions to injure bim aad the Council in th« 
estimation of the home government, jet Uieir noUves wen rightlj 
appreciated and do iocoiiTeiuence followed. 

We now apprawb an important eveot in the history and welfare of 
the Colon; — the removal of its Charter to New £BgUad« Governor 
Cradock, with whom the idea appears to have origtaaled, acqnaintcd the 
Proprietors, at a meeting of the Court, on the twmtj • eighth daj cf 
July, IG29, that for the purpose of advanchig the interests of the 
Plantatioo, and inducing aad eMOOca^ag persOBS of worth and quality 
to mnsport themselffes and fiuidlies ildtberi as weU as (br other weigh^ 
reasoasy It was proposed (o transfct the endre government to dds 
countrj, and oonthme it no loiter in anhjection to the Company in 
England. Even in Uiis» it was the ibrtune of Mr. Endeoott to he at 
least indirectly InstnunsnttL* Soon after this comnanieation» an 
agreement to that eftet was drawn up at Camlnidge, and among 
those who signed it, was their ftme Qovemori Jehn Wtntbiop. It 
was one of its stipulations dmt they dwnld ssttb their aflUii^ so w to 
he ready for n Toyagn hither ly the first of Bfiueh. This appeals to

thi* toil. On the S9th of Ailgint following, at s meeliog of the Court 
of Proprirton ia Londoo, this change in the government was decided 
upon.' On the 16th of October, at Mother meeting of (be Court, it 

was conceived " fitt that Captain Endecott continue the government 
there, unless just cause to the contrarie." But on the 20t!i of ilie 
same month, Gov. Cradock iiilurmcd the Proprietors, thai hi accorditiict: 
with the alteration of tlie {rovernmcnt now alxMit to take place, it was 
necessary to elect a new Governor, Deputy, and Assistants ; when " John 
WiiNTHROP" was j)ut in Domination, and unanimously chosen Go?emor. 

In like manner, and with like free and full consent, John llumfry 
was chosen Deputy Governor," and Sir Richard Sahonstall, Matthew 
Cradock, John Endecott, with fifteea others, were chosen a board of 
" Aasistanls." 

Notwithstanding these encouraging morements at home, the situation 
of Mr. Endecott and his little pjuty in this country, was cheerless and 
depressing. As the winter approached, disease and moftality continued 
their dreadful work ! nearly one half of their aumber died ! On the 
following April and May of 1630, the Colonists were kept in a state 
of continual apprehension of an attack from the Naraganset lodiMU* 
Deplorable indeed totiat have l^n their condidon, and all powenful 
the incentives which pronipled them to penevere against so many 
discouragements. Reduced in numbers and weakened bj aickness, tbey 
ooold have made no effectual lesistajice ag^UQSt their savage fte. But a 
kind Providence, ia whom they ever tniaicdp auataiaed diem tfaioagli all

the difficulties of iliis Ixild uadeft akniL:. Lhey were indeed "persecutod« 

but not forsaken ; cast down, but uot destfojed." We are told that 

the sh<K)i)ng off of their great guns at Salem, ao terrified the Indians, 
that the/ all dispersed and ran awaj.' 

Ob the 12lh of June, 1630, the ship Arbella, Captain Milburnc, 
Iiaving on board Governor Winthrop and company, and bearing the 
original Charter of the Colony, arrived off the port of Naumkeag, having 
sailed from Cowcs on the 2S^th of March, and from Yarmouth on the 
8th of April. Mr. Endecott, who had alreadj been apprized that he 
was shortly to be superseded in the government of the Plantation, 
repaired on board to welcome the new Governor, and offer him and 
hti friends the hospitalities of his hoase. Among the distinguished 
personages were Isaac Johnson and liis wife, the Lady Arbella, daughter 
of the Earl of LincolA. Speaking of Mr. Endecott's visit, Qoremcv 
Winthrop mju : ** Wee that were of the Assistants and some other 
gendemen and mum of the women returned with him to Nahumkeck, 
wbera we supped on good tboikni postj and good heer." Ac ibe 
time of the arcinl of die new Gofetaor* wlmleMine and 'aatntar/ laws 
for die govenment of the Colon/ had been inadtated bj Eodeoott, 
nnder the autboritj ^fon bim bj the booe govemment, and the 
aatdemenc had abend/ a»iined the oondition, and ionned the nndeus 
of a wdl or^niied and legohrted bod/ poUtie. A Ghnidi with ftiithfnl 
ninhrtm!, which the/ professed to vahM above all temporal inteieita and 
earthi/ gFandeur, had also been eatabthhed; and the wheds of 
fovemment wera morinf on bnimonioaal/, apon a safe and sow 
fbvndation> Under this state of diings, Endeootc now snirendered the 
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dfB poww into the tandf of Gor. Windnop^ and took upon fakneir 
the lUioco tminlilo appoiotiDnit of one of tho Amatanti. Yet, says tin 
AttBdkC of Salein» **the principles of Wintfaiop^ adminitMtiaa were 
liko those wUeh liad diraetod tbo oourM of Ins predecessor. The 
commenoement of le^dation, which was to hare an important part in 
promoting sodal freedom, that has spread and is spreading in the 
world, began at Naumkeag under Endecott, and was continued hy his 
worth/ successor." 
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CHAPTER IT.

Soon nfter tho arrival of Governor \Vinthrop, the new settlers Ix^gan 
to l)c dissatisfied with Salem, as the Capital of the CoioD/ ; it uot 
combining, in their opinions, sufficient advantages of location, soil, and 
uatural means of defence. A party was therefore sent to explore the 
country westward, to discover if possible, some more suitable situation. 
It tiad ever been a darling object with fiadecott to make Salem the 
seat of government; he howaver bowed ta mbmiHiott Mid eontiooed 
his efforts to advanee the ww i inoii ireal. 

An attempt whs made at this time, by acme evil disfiosed penam, 
10 prejudice the mind of GoTernoc Wintluop agaimt the Coloaj at 
Pljrmoutli. The eaine of tbit attempt tbas to aow diicord betireea Ae 
Cokmiesy was piobaUj a iuquckm that the Fljnoath Choieh was too 
wuoa^y tinctiirad in its potkj iHth Browiuain. The Biownbti^ at 
the/ weie called, vrera a leet which sprang up ia England dnring the 
nxteenth oenturj, and were m named from their founder, one Robert 
Browne, a yomig deigjrmra of disUngubbed and deaeenl. Tid* 

Mct denied die Cbnich of Eoi^and, as dieii constiiuted, to ho a tne 
Chuieh, and of tho lawfidoeM of joining in anj part of ber serrice or 
wonbip. Its fimndtf, after diaaemimting his doetrinaa somewhat 
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Mtonihrdj, twcains «ii apoMMe from bis own opiiiioii% and ntunied again 
wUhin the folds of tha £|iiscopal Cbuidi. Mr. Endecott ioterastad 
himself to prevent any avU coosequenaea arising from tbesa ill adfised 
proceedings, by eodearon to coontaiact whatever unfavoraMa influence 
thcj inigiu be likely to exert over the mind of Got. IVinihiop. For 
bis eflbrts and success in ibis aflbir» Doctor Fuller, of the Pljmonth 
Church, is loud In his enmmendations. He calls hh& mj dear friend, 
and a friend to ns alt : — is a second Burronr ; — the Lord establish 
him, and us all, in crcry good way of truth." 

On (lie loth of Aumist, 16.30, Mr. Endrcott entered into a new 
nuitrimonial alliance with Elizabctli Gilison, of Camhridf^c, England, 
This lady probably came over in the, sliip wiili Governor VViuthrop, and 
the marriage cricmony was performed hy him and the Rev. Mr. Wilson, 
aftemards I'astor of the First Church in Boston. This coiioexion 
appears to have been a happy oue, although there was a much greater 
disparity in their aa:es than prudence and judgmpnt would seem to 
warrant ; the difference being about twenty • six years.' 

Such was Ills ardent and growin;; attachment to the place of his 
adoption, that when it was decided, in December, 1630, to fortify 
Newton, now Cambridge, for the scat of government, and to build 
houses and move their military stores to that place the next Spring, he 
could not be prevailed upon to ^uit his accustomed residence. All the

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members, except himsvir and Mr. Sharp, who was alwut returning »o 
England, agreed to do so ; but Mr. Endecoti excused himself upon the 
ground that he iiad so formed liis coaaexioas in Salom, Uiat it would 
be atteoded with great inconreaieoce. 

Tho RcT. Mr. HigrgiiHOD died on the 6th day of August, 1630, 
having completed just one }'car from the day of his ordination ; and on the 
12(h of April following, Roger Williams, the founder of the State of 
Rhode Island, was jtetticd in Salem, as Teaching Elder, io connexion 
with Mr. SkeltOD. A It^tter of reproof was in consequence written by 
ibe Court in Boston to Mr. Endetntt; — Mr. Williants had made himself 
obnoxioitt 40 tbe Cbnreb in Boctoo, bj lefotiiig to join with them, | 
«*becanse thej woald not make a piibSe dedaratioa of repentance for - 
having connmned with the Cburdi of England while they lived there." 
They expiesaed tbenwelvei rarprieed that the Chuidi in Salem shoald 
chooae hinii without advinng with the Council. Thia Temonatnucn 
pvevented his ordinatioa, and he aoon after removed to Plymouth. In 
all the pemcutiona wfakh foltowed thia nan, he was never fiMMken by 
Mr. Endeeott or tbe Salem Church; on the contrary, fae was warmly 
npported by them in moat, if not all his difficulties. 

The following letter from Hr. Endeoott to Governor Winthiopk will 
^ve an hlea of the condition of the Plantation at this time-' tbe 
diffindty of intereonne between the different parts of it, and withal, 
wUeh is our principal oljeet, some idea of tbe writer bimaelf. 

« Right Worshipfulle, 

** I did expect to have been with jon in penon at the Conrr, 
and to rint end I ^ to «M yeaterdny, and was driven back agmn, 
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the wind Mug ttift agiinit vi. Aid then being no canoe or boolo 

at SngiiM, I must lufe been conitralned to goe M Ifitddi, and tbewe 
about to Cliarles - town, which at this time, I dnnt net be flo bold, mv 

bodie king at this present in an ill condition to tmdf, or take cold, 
and, therefore I desire you to pardon mee. Though otherwise, I could 
not do.-.irc it by reason of many occasioos and businesses. Tlicrc are ai 
Mr. Hewsou's plantation five or six kine veric ill, and in great danger, 
I fpar they will hardly escape it, whereof twoc are miae and all I 
have ; which are worse tlian any of tlic rest. 1 left mine there this 
winter to do Mr. Skehoii a pleasure to keep his for bim hrrc in 
Salem, that he might iiave the iiencfit of their milk. And I uudcrstaud 
bv Wliicoll that they iiave been ill tended, and he saiih almost starved. 
Desides they have fed on acorns, and they cannot digest theni, for they 
Tomitt exceedingly and are so bound in their bodies, that he is fain to 
rake them, and use his skill to maintain life in them. I have willed 
him to bee there till be can bring them to some health agun if possible. 
And I have giren him malt, to make mashes of licoris, and annisseedes, 
and long pepper, and such other things as I had, to drench them. I 
could wish when Manning hath recovered his ttiengdif that you would 
free him, for he will never do jou or Mr. Hewioa lervicei for when he 
is well, be was as negligent a» the wont of them. 

Mr. Shd(on» mjrselfe and the rest of the Congr^tko dcnra to be 
thankful lo God and joorselfe, for joor benevoleooe lo Mr. HaughtoaV 
chid. The Lord leetote it jroo. I have prentled with nnid adoe, with 
®t Bichatd for an oU debt here, which he thoi^sbt was despeiatet to 
oontribate it, whieb I hope I shall make good for (be child. I think

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Mr. SkeltoD has written to joa wbome he thinks stands most in aeede 
of contriimtion of such provinooa as you will be pleaaed to give amoi^ 
uti of that whkh was leiit over.* The eel-pots joa lent fix aw' 
made, wfaidi I bad in mj Iwate, hoping to have hraoght them widi mee. 
1 caused him to make but two Ibr the present: if jon like them, and 
his prices ( br he iwnfceth fix himselfe, ) jou shall have as manj as yon 
desire. He sdlelh them fat four ahUliags apiece. Sir, I deriied die 
rather to bate beene at Court, becanse I heave I am much eomplained 
of bgr Goodman Dexter fbc sdikeing him. I acknoirkdge I was ton 
ladi in strikmng him, undecstandbg sbce, it is not InwiiiU lor a jostioe 
of peace to strike. Bnt if you had aeene the manner of his cwriadgOt 
with such daring of mee, with liis armes akimbo, &c> It would haw 
pravohed a very patient man. But I will write noe more of i^ hut 
leave it, till we speak hefom yon fine to fiMse. Onsly thus ftne Inither, 
that be hath pna out that if 1 had a pnise he weald make mee 
empty it, and if hee cannot have jostioe heie, hee wiU do wonden in 
England, and if hee cannot pMvail iSkatt, hee will try it out with men 
bete at Mowes. Sir, I derire that yoo wSl take all into consideratMB. 
If it were lawful to try it out at blowas, and hee a fit man for men 
to deal with, then you shouM not hear mee complain— > bat I hope the 
Lord hath brougbt mee off from that course.

The beginning of the foregoing letter has been often quoted in 
comexion with the incteaaied facilities of travelling since the daya of 
our fore - fathers. The rcmarka about ** 'O—timmmg the Court till corne 
be sett," show t!ie simple stattt aocictj a.t that period, and tiiat 
agriculture trae tbem. thought of mm ioipartaiiee than legieUtioa. lit 
fact it was at that t'uM the cfabf em^ti^umt of all daaaeif and aoj 
fUng that aflected m the leaat the intemts of tlib hraaeh of iodusliyt 
wm of vital impoitotiee to llie Cdkmj. In tliow daja loo, the peojite 
■oogfat their nilera^ where the Flt^het EJijah fonnd Elnha, at the 
i^oagh, and invcsMd them with tbo mantle oT antfaoiity. We should 
he inclined l« smile at the impaataoce heae aiiaebed lo praaervieg the 
lives of a few "iioe,*' did we net lefleel at what gnat expense and 
miUe the/ had been imported kom Cnghnd, and in those strictly 
paatond days of the Cohny thej were an essential meant for the 
sostenanee of the oommnnitjr. The *' ed • pots'* too, in our dsjsi would 
seem beneath the notice of the fint men in the Cobmy. But it was 
the simpliettj of their lives, at that earlj pried, which constituted one 
of the principal dnran in their cbametefls. The Goodman Duster, 
here refened tin was a Thomas Dexter, one of tin original settlers of 
Ljna. His geneial character is repccsentcd as fiur from being miU 
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and his deportment often overbcariag.^ Thm an iostancet on nooid 
of Jus Jnviag "triad U oat at Uovra," ia an unmeidrttl mannar, wHb 
aotte of the aetden of Lynn. He was, bowever, a very aetifa mi 
entecprisug man, and did much to adranoa that settlement. He bought 
Nahant of an Indiaai known bjr the aama of Black Wiiliam, for a aiut 
of clothe^ wluGh oeeaiioned the ^own an ex|Mnriva and tnwUeaome law 
suit in 1657. Of the merits of die co ntro re i s y between him and Mr* 
Endeoott we know nothing; hut Judging fiom llr. Endecott^ aoooont, 
the pnwocation giten idm was of the most IriiiatiDg character. We 
hold ifaeie are bounds bejood which Ibrbearance ceases to be a virtue; 
but we dain for BCr. Endecott no iuununi^ fton the oomuion failings 
of httmanitjr, and bdieva his conduct on tids oBcaabn to hate been 
beneath the digmty of a Magistrate. A magnaaimNj is however 
manifested hi the fieedom with which ha acknowledgBd his wor. 

In the Aatumu of 16S1, Gofemor Whithrap with Captain UnderUU 
and otherit viaited Mr. Endeoott at Salem on foot* He gave them a 
polite and friendly teeepHon, and this interview was higUj satisftctmy to 
all parties. Winthrop sajs thejr wen ** hountifidlj entmttained." It was 
alio during this year that Wahquamaehe^ a Sachem upon the 
Connecticut River, visited the Colonji and obtained the intereesnon of 
Mr. Endeoott to forward a obntation npon that river* He acowdinglj 
wi|te a letter upon the sulgect to Governor liVinthiop^ setting forth dm 
pfoposab of the Sachem, who lepretented Uiat country to be eminently

On the 3d of Juljr, 1632, ihe Court of Assistants granted Mr. 
Endecott three hundred acm of land, called hy the Indians in English, 
" Birchwood," afterirards knovra as tus "Orchard Farm." It was 
situaled between two and three wStt* in a northerly direction from the 
aoain settlement at Salem, upon a tongue of land bounded on the 
north, south and cast by rivers, or more properly inlets of the sea, and 
on die we$t by the main land. Erea at that early period, it was 
one of the most desirable aituatioBa in Oat iMnity* Though at some 
disianee from the place which was afterwards selected Ibr the seat of 
govemment, and where the Court Hoose was erected, yet he was in 
the centre of the popidation; being by land nearer to the shores than 
he was to the cuttinled farms arannd him. It was many years afker 
he estaUislied himself at this heaadAiI place, so near all the streams 
which passed through die a^aoent country, befiiro any incorporadoa 
separated Salem from the Merrimack ; and for twenty years Salem bounded 
on Andover. Tbe spot then, was the best he could have cboaen. On 
a commanding eminenoe, wluch overlooked die country for some diatanea 
aioond, and nbout one eighth of a mile from one of the inletB» he 
httilt his house, and ^^i"***''^ in earnest the culdratkm of his fium< 
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AldMNigh thiB pkmgliihan his freqaeutly pMied ovsr it, jet part of the 
cdlsr of tlua booae i* plvntj dbceriuble at the prewot daj. It b « 
iQOit lamaDtie aittniioD, and denotes bim a uao of nuidi diacrinimtioa 
and taste in matten of this kind. On ttaa farm he find in nrt of 
feudal itjl^ aonocindod bjr his servants and letaineia; the Dames of 
some of whom haTo been handed down to ns; — these weii^ John 
Putnam, B«nj* Scailott, Edw. GfovoTp and Wm. Poolo.' John Putnam 
testiiies in 1705, ''that being a letauef in Gotenwr Endeeotl'te fimily 
about fifty jeais ago*** eie. BeqJ. Soailett, in testifies to having 
lived with him as a « servant" near ** tbirtj jears*' ; — and fiom the 
testimony of Edward Gfover wo loam, that in 1633, **he did belpe 
to cut and deavtt aboot seven tboosand pallisadoM, and was the firat 
that made impioviements dieieof by breaking up of ground and plantinge 
of Indian oonie.'* In front of his Mansion House, and immodiateljr 
upon the somhem slope of a gentlo dedivitjr, he planted liis br &med 
orchsid, which gave Uie name to his fiuu. The tnditioa that the 
Governor always pointed out Ids dial as denoting the age of this 
occhaid, wluch bean the date of 1690t» seems to indicate that the 
trees wen removed hither from his town residence. Here, too, if 
tradition be eorreet, he intiodooed for medicinal porposes, as well as by 
way of ornament to his garden, the "white weed," or chrysanthemum 
leucamhcmum, of the botanut, which has since become so detrimental to 
the hay fields of our farmers in some parts of this State. 

Jlis usual mode of uauaporting hiiustlf and f.unily, to and from this 
place, was at &rst by water, and he was as often Tisited by his

extreme. The bold jutting head lands, on some parti of the passagoi 
lent a sublimity to the prospect, which was contiauallj farjiog by tho 
winding and circuitous coarse of the stream.' There was nothing to 
break tho stillness, or disturb the quiet which reigned around, save the 
dabliiugs of their own little boat amid the waters, or tiic heavy plunge 
of some lordly sea - bird, in his gyratory wanderings m pursuit of prey. 
The smoke froia the humble and solitary wigwams of the Indians, 
ibiijly scattered along liie margin of the waters, with an occasional 
glimpse at their lawny inhabitants, as they stealthily watcbtMi the 
passing boat from their leafy hiding places, or listlessly reclined under 
the shadow ot somo wide spreading oak, heightened the effect and 
diversified the scene. Within the last half century the ruins of some of 
these wigwams might still be seen,* and could not fail to call up 
melancholy reflections upon the wretched iate of those noble lords of 
the soil throughout our vast domain. 

It is no easy matter at this distance of time, for the mind accurately 
to picture to itself the appearance of the pimeval forests before the 
an of the Pilgrim, and the improveneata of wriliiatioQ, oonuaenced

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their iimads. Doobtlcv they wsra laeh ai the geniin oF Mlitadtt 
misht haw idoeted for her abode. One **bogndIew contiguity of 
abade" preniled around. No orDamental plaDtatioaa or taatefol pleaaura 
gioitnda, by vlueh the country at this day ia ao beantiroDy direraifiedi 
and on which bo much expenia aad care are laviahed, greeted tlie 
iHhhnis td the first ])lanteis. To their ontwaid aenara erery thing must 
haro appeared fresh froai the hands «f the Deiiyf— like the woddt ia 
the infancy of mao'a ereatioaf — a uajeaty and grandeur petraded the ftoe 
of all things, and bore in a peculiar manner the inpiess of the Maker. 
Bnt the stern realitna of lile left the eaily aetttete little leiawe to 
aimint if they did not wholly extinguish their fove for the beautiful 
and sttUime in nature, merdy as auch« But to retorn from this 
digression. From the Governor^ BlansMin Hooae then was a gentle 
descent to the inlet in which he kept iua dtallop. Tkaditioa says, 
on the eastern side of the ordttrd and garden there waa a wdk from 
the honse to the fanding place, with {dom trees overrun with grapo 
vines on each side of it, ao thick idtb foliage in its season, that a 
person might walk in this nTenue unobserved. Near the landing place 
was a spring of water, overshadowed with willows, dear and pellucid, 
from which the family were supplied with the cool and refreahing beverage. 
This spring still remains, but the vines and trees of the avenne have long 
since disappeared, and left no trace behind. 

Although from Governor E[idecolt\s constant employment in piil)lic 
service, he was prL'\L'nted making this his permanent place of abode, 
particularly during tlic latter period of bis life, when the " adminislralioa 
of justice," and the " entertaiurocnt of strangers," rendered his residence 
there inconvenient, ou account of its distance from tiic Capital, yd his 
occasioaally laying aside the robes of state, and rctlriug for a seasoa to 



\ 
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this secluded spot, there to enjoy in the fjuict and peaceful cultivation of 
his farm, a relaxation from ilu; arduous and trying duli«2:> of his situation, 
imist h,ivc l>ccu very gratclul to his feeliuKs. " Posterity," says the Rev. 
Dr. I3e«ilcy, " has fully ajjprovcd the choice of Governor F'nd«;ott, and 
more cirrtimstances distinguish the grounds on which he plaated, thaa are 
recollected respecting anj^ of the leaders of the Pilgrims." 

In the monili of Novctiibi-r, 1633, Roger WiUiams again returned to 
Salem. Soon after his return the Court of Assistants were put in 
possession of a treatise, written by him, questioning the right of the 
King^to grant this soil to the settlers without firtt obUUDing the cooseot 
of the almrigines. It also cootaioed maoj ditlcourteouB remarks relative 
to the King. The CoUmiats, miimU/ alira to ofeij .ihiog which would 
aifect their interests unfavorably, were concerned lest thb productioii, 
should a knowledge of it reach England, migiht ledound to tbdr 
diaadiTdntae^. Theieopoo Goveinor Wiathiop wrate a letter to Hr. 
Endecott, who was at (hat time abaent fion the Court, deidriiig lum to 
eiert bis influence with Mr. Wiltianu to vetnet the opbiona expretMod 
ID thii paUieatioD. *' WhereanU)," haviiig prevailed in his cflbrts, '*be 
retunied a nodett and discieet answer," and ewiy thing was done that 
was pracUcaUe, towaids (he suppressioD of this document. 

Subfeets of « new and norel natare were now continnallj arising 
aoiODg ibe Cobniits, in which Hr. Endeeott aiwajrs took an active part. 
At a lectore in Boston, in March, 1€S4, Ibe question was disenased aa 
to the propriety of laffies eonUiudng lo wear Teils at Church. Mr. 
Cotton, the tniiuster, contended that as this practice had beretoibre 
been cousideied as a sign of subuusrion, they night now with piopiiety 
be laid aride. Mr. Endecott opposed Hr. Cotioot and endearored to 
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maintain his ground by the gincial argament of St. Paul. In this he 
was supjwrted by his minister, Mr. Williams, and thrmigli tlicir joint 
influence veils for a >vhile continued to be gcncrnliy and extiMisirdjr 
trorn. The ladio"! however, soon after, upon the (xxhskhi uf Mr. 
Cotton^s preai iiiiiL: in Salem, became converts to his opiinon and 
discontinued the use of an article of dress " which indicated too great 
a degree of submiisioa to the lords of the creatioa." 

At this great distance of time, \vc can hardlj conceive of 
sago and dignified counsellors and divines graveljr discussing a subject, 
which to the present age appears of such trivial importance. It seems 
to take from the dignitj of their characters, and to dinynisb the respect 
due to their exalted virtues. But in jtiatico to them wc should not 
look at it ia the light of modern vision ; — we ought rather to view it 
as in accordance with the practice of the timee in which they lived; 
when dmg of ttcrj desciipcuw was eren coiuiidefed a lit subject for 
lej^aiioD ;* and that the pneeediogi in this inslaiiee wcie aot krtended 
hy our foKfatheit Id aajr d^rae to degrade or fanpoie arbltmy 
lestrictioBS tipon «the fairest ef MH ercation^hia last bsst g^ft » 
roan."

Thus was formed the first House of Representatives 
ia Massachusetts, and the second in Ameiica* — (Ue having beea already 
iotioduced ia tbe Virgiaia govemmeat 

On tbe 2d of August, of this jear, Mr. Endecott was called to 
mowK the loos of his earlj friend, the Rer. Mr. Skehon. He had 
bacome taiemd to him as his spiritual guide, ia first opening |o his 
nev tlie Wijr of truth, while in England, and followed him to this 
cmintry tn couog^ and guide him in tbe paths of datf and happiiwa. 
His huf BMMt bare beea fUt by Mr. Endeeott as a great afflkdoa.

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Church in this country; to recall its Charier; remove its Governors; 
make its laws ; hear and decide its legal casi-s, and appoint its 
j)Uiiishniciits, even de;ith itself.' lutflligence was also received at the 
sanii' tin»e, that a iitw Governor was b<in;^ secretly convcyt-d to 
Mabiiachusetts, with orders calculated to prustratu all its civil and 
ecclesiastical rights. Governor Cradock had alrrnly ininrmcd them ihat 
the King's Council had demanded their Charter. Such was the universal 
anxiety this news avvakeued, that the idea of resistance appears 
immediately to have posscs<:cd the minds of the inhabitants," and the 
fortifications were hastened forward, and an assessment laid of an 
additional rate of five hundred pounds for defence. These tidings were 
received with indignant feelings by Mr. Endccntt. He saw by this 
step that all their dear bought privileges, purchased at such immense 
sacrifices, which none could better appreciate than himself, were 
about to be violently, as wltli a ruthless despotism, wrested from them. 
His iDdepeodeDt spirit could not quietly brook such liigh handed 
infringements upon their chartered riglits, and he resolved in all the 
afiaies of the Colony, in whidi he bad any share or influence, to 
pursue that couree whkh be deemed most for her interests, whether it 
led him om pluiiB or BonotaiBij thniogh floivcn or thoros. There 
was a fofUtude eihibited in hit actiona on all ooeasioiMt whkh shew 
hin romaed for great emei]g^et. Frobablj under the iaflnenoe of the 
feelmgt prodooed bf this intelligBnce, and escited hy that ardent seal 
wbieh marked hJa character thvongh life, he shortlj after cat the Red 
CroiB from the Kii^V colors^ deeming it a rdie of Popish kkdatrj. It 
has ganeralty been conceded that he waa inadgated to tfaia deed bj his

At'n 

meeting of tbe ministers of Salem, and other towns, in tbe month of 

January following, tbo question was discussed whether it was right to 

retain the cross in their military standard. As might have been 

expected, under the circumstances, they were divided in opinion. At a 

meeting of the next Court, Mr. Endccott was summoned to answer for 

liis ofl'cncc. The members after discussing the charge against him, lilio 

tlic ministers, also differed in opinion, and ili - subject was put over to the 

next sessioi]. In the mean time, the Military Commissioners, of whom 

Mr. Endccott was one, ordered all ensigns, whether with crosses or 

vviiliout, to be kid aside for tbe present. At the General Court in 

May, the subject was again renewed, and Mr. Endccott was linally 

censured upon &eveial grounds ; but chiefly that by this act, he had 

exposed the Colony to the malevolence of England. He was in 

consequence left out from the Board of Assistants for one year. It 

was a pusillanimous and temporizing policy, jusniietl only by the 

exigencies of the times, which dictated these proceedings against Mr. 

Endccott. It was a sacrifice, as the result proved, of principle to 

expediency. There is ample evidence in the records of the Colony • 

that most of the principal men, includijig bis friend Governor Wiatbrop,

Tha naifigaant 9f 
of the mother Connliyp jeabias of thdr giowiag ribeide% was alaadftsd/ 
ittd tipoa thrak IVhiie these evaots wen pearag m tUs oooatij, ths 
hiHtBas in Eog^id ware ozpefietwiag the aioet anuitigated perseeotien, 
at the bend of Areh Biihop Land aad hk miaioBs.

Belbra tba dote of tha year 16S5, Mr. Endeeott was ageb iatolrcd 
in funher tioahle. The aetiieine»t of Mr. Wiliiaais ia Salem had 
alwaje been diiplainiig to tha goveraeaeoL The Creneial Court had 
giantad a Phatathm at Marblehaad, and tba inbahitaatt «f Saleai 
petitioaad tha tame Court for bmm had at BbrUehead Necfct whash 
they claimed ai behingiag to than{ bat thejr weie lefhiad a beaiiag 
npon tba atiaaga and uawamuiiaUe gnwud that thej Imd selected to 
oomult the gofemaient about tha leoepiwn af Mr. Wiliiame. Mr. Eadeoott 
and tba |ieo^ of Salam Ut tbauMoivai agpieyad bjr fodi a total and 
unjosti&ibla dhn^jaid of tbaii rigbtii and letten miedfo wcte aeat fioat 
the Chmch to the aetaial towae, adritttorjr of tha eowae thej ahonld 
adopt towaidt thooa nenben who had refiMod to hear thdr petition. BCr, 
Endeeott waa called to amwer tat tha part ha had takan in thoea 
kttaia. He defended Aa oonne of the Salem Church as tegular and 
Just, fib defence dnpteased the Court, which, wiik eom^ing of the 
spirit of die Star Chamber, wted by (geneial areeiloa of haods, that 
Mr. Endeeott be committed fer contempt in prateadng sfdnat its 
praeeedingy.* Ho wa^ however, subiaipMntly lUamlsied npon some 
triHinK aeknowlodgment. The Salem Deputies also inennred the 
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dkipleaiaK of the Court and were forbidden to take their Mati M 
nenboi of Ihat body. In fact the via] of Icjgislatire wrath was poured 
out with no »p«ring hand, and the town WM in realit^r, disfranchised, 
ttotU such tino ai a majoritjr of tU fraemea diould dhclaiai tboM 
letten.* 

While 14r< fiadeoott w» so rBpeatedly engagdl ia oonteinranjr of 
various kindi^ bo kit oone of the pnUie oonfideace. Oo the cootrarf, 
the energy of Ui chmcter and the integritj of hie notivfls, gained ibr 
turn many firiende. In 1696, he was re*ineiated as one of the 
Aniatante. In tbt» year ha waa aleo appointed to oomniand an 
expedition dec waa sent out againat the Block bland and Peqnoc 
Indians. The latler were the moat warlike tribe in New England.' A 
Mr. John Oldham from Wateitown, had recently been nwdered by the 
Bloefc Idaad Indians, while on a trading voyage, and the gpfernment 
deeming that jnstice onght lo he aummarilj visited npon then f«r this 
ootragei determined to aend out forthwith a detachment of ninety men, 
under four Captuna, and place the whole fbiroe nndei the oommand of 
Endecott as the Generd.* This expedition aailed on the S4ih day of 
August, and arrived at Block Island bolbn die end of the month. 
Hen tbey found sone dilBeoltj in landing o« aeeonnt of the surf^ and 
were net by about fiuty Indian^ who shot off their snows at them, and 
then fled; but the men being all amied with oaidetti, only one was 
slightly wounded in the nec^ Here ibey fomd two plutadona, and 
about sixty wigwams, bat after aearebing two days unsncceisfiJIy for

Endeeott informed him he came fiom the Governor of 
Uanachnaetts to speali wUh their 6aehem% and waa iofomed that 
Saasacna, their {rindpal Sachem, had gone to Long laland. This 
Indian was again diafMtched witli oidere to inform the other Soeheou 
of his airiwaL la the mean line the men under hi* oommaad landed 
in OMcb danger; the shore being bigli rugged toehs^ thej were 
completelj in the power of the Indians, who, howefer, n^leeted to nse 
their advantage. When the meawnger retomed, the Indians begian to 
gather ahowt this little hand, lo the number of two or three hnadred, 
and messengers were iieasing forwards and haekwaids with excuses for 
tbnr SBchems not appearing. Bdievfaig that theae memoeuvree were 
onlj suhterfoges to pin time, Endeeott told the ladtans with whom ha 
was snrronnded, the pnrdeofans of his eomarisdon, and aent a neaseoger 
to inlfarm their Saeheaaa, if thej wooU not alhiw him a heenng, nor 
field 10 his demands, he sbodd immediatd/ oommeMie host'ditica. The 
answer reionied to this menace wae that die Sadien» wouM grant the 
desired interview upon the oondidon that both paides aboohl lay aside 
thrfr weapons. Tired with tiilBng; and prohahljr eowrinced that the 
Indiana intended to ptaetiae some sort of treaeheiy, ** Endeeott," we are 
toU, u bid them begone and ehift for themselvei^ fiir the/ had dared the 
En^ish to come Jight with them, and now they had eonm for diet pnrpoee." 
WheteopoB the Indtana all withdrew. YHSOu they weto letiriag, it 
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wn difficult for Endecott to prevent his aea from firing upoo 
them ; be ** soon bowerar went in pursuit, supposing they would have 
itood their grouud, but thej all fled and ihot at the men ftom the 
tUcketi, but without harming auj of them. They naiched up to their 
town, burnt thetr wigwams, and then wttred on board their veiada." 

On the following day they landed on tbo weal rida of the river, bat 
mitt with none of the enemy. Bern tfaejr abo burnt their wigwams, and 
deainyed their eanoea. Sedag that the Indiaas were ifotemfaMd to 
nvoid them on all occaaioas, and that i( would theiofoie be impoeiiUe 
under the circamstaneea to fuUl tho objeets of their vi«it, Eiideeott and 
hie party retnmed to Boatoo, whore thoy anived on the ibinteenth of 
September, after an abeenoe of littio kto than a month. It waa 
iBbaequenily aaeenanMd» that in thia Aimiih they killed thirtani of the 
Pcquote and wounded forty.' 

This haa been considefed m inghiriou axpadithm, whhsh teadad 
only to eiasperate and embohbD the ladiana to fiiithar nets of 
aggreoioo. But we coneeiTe aa much was done, as under tha 
circumafaneea, cooTd wdl have been effected ; especially whmi we consider 
the cxtfeme insignificance of the force employed against a nnnaroaa and 
wailike tribe. The destniction of detr wigwams woold aaem both 
impolitie and onueeessary ; — yet it waa strictly b aeeoidanoa wkh the 
Indian mode of waifaia in those days, and I might parhaps abo add, 
of diristian warian in now OMdam times. The lapw of two hundred

yttn, it would seem, has done but little to soften the honois of war, 
or to christianlso the raten of this enlightened Republic.

Roam WfLUAva htd readmil hlmMlf lo obnoiMiiis his feuafmaem 
in nigbg npoa hh own Chwch and tli« peonile at hrga, lib peculiar 
nligMNia Tiewa and abitiaet notioni of dniy, ivhieb led hioi into 
peipatual collisiaa with the Clergj and Goraninient» that he wm fjeeted 
Iran hii nunistijt and tenieneed to be banidied from the Cdonj, in 
Novenber, 1696. Mr. Endeoott, liowefer, did not participato in tbeie 
praoeedii^ ; — on the cooiiaiy, he had ever ahowa hinuelf a warm 
fiiend to Mr. WiUiaaM; wbo^ in letnnii was thought to eieiciae an 
influence over the mind of his pariihioner, not alwajs the most lahitarj. 
However this may it is cermin that the perplexiag snhjecia of 
Gotttioveisjr to which he engagedi were much lessened after the depaiture 
of Mr. Willlains fram the Colooj. 

Bnt the lemeval of one heresy, oolj made way for anodier. Scaroaly 
had Mr. WilliamB left the settlement with his little hand of devoted 
fnendst when new achiwis were httrodneed to disturb the hannony of 
the Church. A Mia. Hntdnosoni in 1636» had hraached new, and as 
was thought by. many, dangwons hercsiei. We are told she was a 
woman of sopeiior mind, " of ready wit and hold spirit." Her opbions 
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won exaauiied bj Um iimt SjDod wbkb wtt tmsmUed in Neir 
England. It met at Newton, now Cambridge, iu Augiut, 1637, and 
resulted in the oondenmatbn of the opinions held hf Mis, Hatduom, 
and her final baniahment front the Cdonj. The growing power «f the 
Ckigj, ns manifeited hy tbia auernUj, was however viewed with 
dittniau The people, still aenntive under the leooneelion of the 
IwfsecntkNia thej bad endured in tbeir native country, wen with 
difficult/ peiMiaded ao fiv to give it their sanctioo, an to aend delegate^ 
Mr. Ettdeeott attended tbii Sjnod and took a deep and active part in 
the deliberations. With tbe praceediogs aguiurt lira. Untchiosofli which 
divided the Chnreh and even ahook its fbundatioBB, ha was induced bjr 
the inflittence and penuasion of the celehcated Hugh Petevt to dedan 
himadf satisfied.* Eighty - two prevailing fltrors vran sought out, and 
reoeived puUie oensnn as hsnticaL After this time, we an told, Mr. 
EndecoCt never enpged in anj new sehenw of doetrine ec dhKipRnt 
in the Chnreh,* — on the contiary, *<he began to be as sovetdgn 
apinst all sects, and as a ma^stnte did not bear hb swwd in vail."' 
Notwithstanding this, his popularity was not diminished, and he was 
eonstsntly employed ia public service. It was a dssUeratuin, in Ansa 
days, whether civil govenment could consist with uoiverBal tolentku in 
matten of leligioo, and (*aH setts of conscfenees." Hntdibunn saj^ 
*'tolentioa was preached against as a rin In dw nden, winch would 
bring down the judgments of heaven upon the land.*' The very term 
was synonymous with indifleience, when applied to the subject of 
nHgien* A Thanksgiviag was observed in tbe Colony, in Oelohar

In 1699, the Cotonbii, Mnm^jr imboeil whh the aemimeota of 
wpnUkanism, and jealous of the leaat appeaianoe of an hereditary 
Aristeenc^ being iatiodiiced aiiMng then, were wnieeenariljr dusquieted 
at what thej deened Indicathmi that Goveiner Whuthnp wai endeavorbg 
ID make bit oflfce perpetual, by leeomnending his biothrr • in • law, Mr. 
DowniDg, as a caadhltte Ibr as Aaristant. Nor did Mr. Endecoit, who 
was ahrajs found on the able of popular rights, altogeiher escape. 
The Deputies urged, that in compliaoce with the Cbailer of the Colony, 
the magistrates who had served on the Standing CouocU, should be 
chosen as magistrates every year. Mr. Endeeott, who wa* nf that 
Council, and had also held the effiee of Assistant without being annually 
elected, nnderMood this to ho diraMMi at bim, and at once manifested 
bis readiocM to comply with the de^ of the people. 

In the beginniag of the year IG41, tbo Colony governmenc, u])on 
advice from England, concluded to send over agents to negotiate with 
the Parliament, as occasion might offer to further the work of reformation 
in the Churches there, and for any thing else that might be dt-emed 
advantageous to the Colony hern. The cause of iliis muvrmcnt whs 
the increasing power of the Parliament in opposliion to iho Kiiij, 
which was thought njight result in his iroating the iion - conformists 
witli more lenity. Thh measure did not, however, meet with favor 
from Mr. Entkcott, and when the Governor applied to the Church in 
Salem to spare ihulr pastor, tho Rev. Hugh Petor,' for this service, 



'Conmooly wriuea FetHs, but mibtinij tftil by UmMsif Fcter. 
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he opeulj opposed it. This oeeetuNMd tonM tmjileanDt passages betweea 
him and Mr. Humphrey, aa iofluentid member of the ClMitch« 
whoM wife wet a daughtrr of the Eail ef . Uicohi, and iHtrr to I^adj 
ArbeUa JohiMoii.* Mr* Eadeeoifii want of oo^ojientioa in thia owaMife 
wae auppoud to ariia fiom hn uDwiirmgoeaa to part with Mr. F^iar;^ 
but ibw waa do meana ceitaia. His oataawUe ground was, <*that 
olBeers should not be taken from their Chorches for civil oocsdona. 
That it iroiild be mported in Englaad, that we were in such wan^ 
aa that we had sent to En^and to beg relief." Tbit be eonridmd a 
libel upon (ho goodness of God, and he diadained anjr such eonstnicthm 
of thetr praeeedings. To bis perception they bad mora to kax than to 
hope from the Mother Countr/. One can hero discern, that there were 
alreadj minds panting after the ohimate bdependenoa of this conntr/; 
minds and spirits too, which even at that period of its infanejr, 
Aidained the ito of her inadequacy to take cam of and praride Cm 
hendf. A vinon of Ins conntry^s fiitofa greatnem must then have been 
paaitns before Ida inaginatian. Already the aeeds wore sown, which 
were destined lo ripen into that glorious result. The Cbureh returned 
an answor at that time, that they contd not qnre Mr. Peter. Happy 
would it hare been for him, If thejr bad never retracted this decision ; 
but upon a further enueaty from the Court Ibej snbK^iucutly consented, 
and Mr. Peter sailed for England, on this minion, by the way of 
Newfoundland, on dm 9d of August Ibflowiug. As is well known* he 
never returned. After the restoration of Charles the Second, he wss

which reflect lai lintc ettiit 
upaa eiUict of Ibean. For eMooot ot which, 
aaa tiwW$ tfunt ffi. 77, m 
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eneuted Ibr bis adheicncs to Cromwtll, and his alledged panidpaiioii 
in ibe deatb of tbe late King. The CotoaistB bad Mason to remember 
bin wiib gfaiitude aod aflection. While he resided amoog tbenif he 
was coostaotly engaged in devinog pbuos to promote ibnr prosperity 
and advanoe their interests. lo fiict, it was tbe veiy paranit of these, 
wliich placed him in the sitnatioa whieb led to bis melanchol/ bte. 

Daring this year, Hr. Endeeott was choaea Deputy Gofemor, and 
ao covtinoed for tbe two socceediag years. He was also appointed one 
of a committee to dispose of all lands, and other property belonging to 
the Company at Cape Ann. He was lihewisa eommiBdoned by the Court, 
in coiijttnctbn with twoothen, Mr. Downing, tbe brother -la "law of Gov. 
Wiatbrop, and Mr. Hathome, to have nineteen copies of the Laws, 
Libertiea, and ibrma of Oatha, written od^ and to subscribe ihem with 
their own hands; and tbe Court deereed that no copies shouM lie 
oensiderad aothentie which were without their Matures. 

In 1648, he was chosen one of the Corporatioa of Harvard Univeiaity. 

Daring tbe Ibltoiring year, ( 164^ ) the perple:dng trauiiles. commenced 
in the Cdony respecting D'Aulney and La Tour, two rival Frenchmen 
at Acadhu Tbe former commanded West, nnd the latter &st, of the 
River St. Croi:^ by virtue of eommisrions from D'Basilly, to whom the 
King of France, in 163!^ had granted all the landa around that Bay 
and River. Rasilly dying aoon afterward^ boA these Frenchmmi 
claimed a general command of Acadia, and hostilitiea commenced between 
tbem* In oider to intareat tbe Massaebutetta Cokny in hit fiiver. 
La Tour invited the inhahitanta of Bcamn to a free trade with his 
Colony, and D'AoIney threatened to make prixM of any vessels which 
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came to r<a Tour. While affairs were in this beliigcrdiU attitude, 
La Tour came to Boston to solicit aid to removu lus adversary-. The 
Governor ( Winthrop, ) laid his request before such of the Magistrates 
and Deputies as were near Boston. Thejr decided not to grant him any 
direct assistance, but permitted him to hire anj vessels in the hurlxsr, 
and to engage anjr persons who might wish to enter into his service. 
He was also allowed to land and exercise his men, and view the means 
of di'fence ; which gave great umbrage to the inhabitants generally. Mr. 
Endecott, who was then Deputjr Governor, took the popular side in 
this difliculijr, aod wrote the following letter to Governor Wiathrop. 
The language » firm and decided, jet mild and temperate. 

«* Dears Sir: 

'< I am glad that La Tour bath act ajd from its ; and I could 
wish hee might not have any from tbe abipps ; for a* long as La Tour 
and D'Aulney are opposites, they will weaken one anodier. If La Ton 
should prevail against him, we aball uodoobtedly have an ill migblxiiir. 
His father and himselfe, as I am Mbmed, have abed tbe blood of aoma 
Eogltsli already, and taken away a pinnace and good* ftoai Mr. 
Allerton. It were ( I dunk ) good that, that faosinen were deared faefim 
he bad either «|fd or Gbertie to hire shipps, — yea or to depart. 

** Sir» it is not tbe mantier abroad to safier itraogen to Ymw hrtSt 
or fortificatioitt, as it aecma ihew Ffeoeh kavta done. I ntnt needes say 
that I iem weo ahall hare lilda oomlvt m harii^ any thing to do« 
with thcae trfofafrws French. Tbe contry heraikoMf k wmI^ tmiUed 
that they ate so entertayncd, and hnva tbair ISbeitiOt aa ihey hBtre, 
to bring their soldiers adwre, and to aoAr thatt to tnijM dwir men. 
And great jealousies there are, that it ia not D*AabMy that' is aymed 
»t, aedng aucb a atrragth will ndther nte aaeh a poor designe, and la. 
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Tonr a mm of wMke cMatep ai it h wid. Wherefoce other men's bands 
are employadt aod punes too for some other purpose. But I leave all 
tbew tbin^ to joar wrioiis considerations, desireing the Lord to gnidtt 
70a therein to tlie glorj aod peace of the Church here, to whose graee 
I eoBomit you, and hmnblie rest, 

Yoan trulie ever, 
«I9th of 4th mo., l&kS. Jo: finDSoorr.** 

Sobseqoentljr a spirited remonatranoe, or as Mt. Endeeott edis it» 
a *' pratestathm," was gpt up at Ipswich, and signed by Richard 
Saltonstali and manj otiien, dated the 14th of the 5th mo., ( July ) 
1643. It condemned in 00 meawmd tarma the condiiet of Governor 
Wintbrop in this aflair. These pioceedings against the Gk>vemor 
awakened the sympathy of Mr. Endeoott, and met witb hia waimeat 
diaappiobatkMi, aa the fbltoiwing oooadlaiorj letter wlU show. 

"Dearest SC 

«I ihide that yoat troubtes an many, and cspeciallie about 
this French businea. The Lord in mereie support you. I am mneh 
grieved to heam what I heare. And I see more of y* a^tte of 
some men, than ever I thought I abonld see. The Lord rebuke Satan: 
Sr be of good comfort, I doubt not bat that «F God that is in 
heaven, w31 cary j* above aU the iii|ariea of men; flbr I know y? 
would not permitt any thinge, mneh less act in any thinge, that might 
tend to the least damage of this people; and this I an assured of, 
that moat of God's people heere about ui, are of y? same minde: 
the rutnoures of the coontrie, yon know tbey rise out <tf ignorance 
principallie, and much out of feares; wherefore I piay you, let thne 
be aatiafiwtioa given ns soon as you oonveidandie csaut in the way yon 
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wrote IBM of ; fibr I fiade the spiritts of men in this couatrie are too 
quick and forward > I cannot exeuw myself — yet I bless God not to 
wnmge you; but accordiog to the information and lighte I received from 
you, I acted puUiquelie ao farre forth, as to break down all prejudice 
against yourselfe or the rest that advised w*^ you. Our prayers 
heere arc publiquelie and privately for a good issue of it and that 
coatiimallie. I hope God will look upon your atiiecritie, and will heare 
our requests. 

« I aae M good ute of aneli prOulalbmif n I heare of ; hut thej 
nay prove mon daRgBfoos than the Fivadi bavnes by farre, if our 
God Inader not Hom?«i it iriS be of wei GSod diiaedage to hhIo 
a koljf aie of k. 

** Teaehiflg mj ooming to Bostoo aboot die Datch busines,' I caoaot 
•ee bow it will be of any use, for the menoagev caaooc hare a 
deternnoato anawer till the Geaeialt CoBit» aad to-BMinow we 
hare appoiatad niaay of the towae fix the wooing of oar foft, whieh 
aa1e» I be then, there will not aa/ thfaige be done. Aad I neaived 
not joor letter till this daj , after oar lociare. 

« I ooocpiTo if joa do any thioge aboat Mr. Oatelyes botiiie^ that 
yoa iriH abo be pleated to appoiot aoaie day, aad gnat aone wnmioaB 
to him, that hee may biiag in tna vritnenea, that there maj not be any 
just graond of cieeptioaa givea, for he ipeaks as if be were moeb 
wronged in all the teatinoaiea taken $ff&Mt hiai, and aaith ho can 
diapioTe then: 

''Toudnng the note aboat Bnhiode, I ihdl bringo it with nee 
( God willing ) (he next Court

The foregoing letter is transcribed from the original, tmr found 
among the papers of Got. Eodccott, in a very good state of preservation. 
The chirogmphjr is handsome, but difficult to read, tbe characters being 
those used nt the beginning of tbe 17th eentUIJ. Nolwttiislaodiog 
the lapse of two liuudred years, the sealing wax still bears the perfect 
injpession of the flesh of his thumb, where be pressed it down on 
SOOanDt of its thickness. Its subscription is " To the right worshipfulte 
John Winthro]^, Esq., Goreror. at fioeton, DL" The seal ia e death's 
bead and cross bones, an apt emblem of the gloomy roiud^ and tastes 
of our Puritan fore • fiitheia. Oa the outer drcle is tbe name of "John 
Garrad."^ This was an impression from a signet ring which lie wore 
apoa the litde finger of bis tight hand.* 

The ingenuousness of Mr. Endecutt's mind is apparent in every 
sentiment of the preceding letter. " I find the spiritts of men in this

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countrle are too quick an J forward, — I caaaot excuse mjsclfe, — yet 
I bless God not to wrong yau," is a liberal and frank confession of 
contrition for the part he li:id taken in the renMirc recently cast upon 
the worthy Govpnior. The; caution and advice not (o act without 
mature duliberalioa "about Mr. Oatrlyr<! busincs," — giving him time to 
"bring in his witnesses, that thpn; may bp no just ground of exceptions 
given," is ituiicativc of Im love of justice and equity; — tbe essential 
auiibute of all good magistrates. 

The following letter from Deputy Governor Endccott to Governor 
Winthrop, will add to the many proofs we already iiave, of the care 
with which the governmeat, at that tiow, watched over tlie morals aad 
conduct of tbe people. 

'* Dearest Sir, 

" I heard uotiiing further of llie Gloucester busines till the 
3d day of tliis week at even, \\li'-n ! received a letter from Mr. 
Bliuman,' together wiih a complaint of the towne against Griffio's 
rompanie for several misdemeanors, and at the foot of the complaint a 
reference from yourselfe and three other magistrates to mec for the 
rcdresse of them. I therefore despatched away a messenger betimes the 
next morning, with a letter to Mr. Griflio, that hee would send me 
such of his men, whose names I had underwritten his letter, to answer 
to the misdemeanors of Sabbath breaking, swearing, and drunkenness : 
and withal I sent a letter with instructions to Mr. Blimnan with a 
warrant addressed to the constable, That if Mr. Gritlin would not 
send his meO) tbat the constable should attach their persons, and bring

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them before uiee ; If they did resist or refuse, not to strive with them, 
Bor use any pro?okin<r terms, hut to lake witness of their carriadge, and 
to return mee an answer ; which hire I hare sent you enclosed. 1 
would Lave pro^eedrd iigninst them according to your directions ( to 
wit) by force ; Uit I liad rather if you sco good, tryc first another 
way ; wliicli is, to send a prohibition under your and divers of the 
magistrates liands : lw>»ide8 forbidding Mr. Stephens and the lai uf the 
shippe carpcntors iliere, or any where within tliis jurisdiction, upon some 
penaltic, to work a stroke of workc more ujwn Mr. Griffins shipi)e, till 
they )md further order from the Governor, &e. I desire to heare from 
you wliat you would have done. In the mean tymc I have seat away 
anoiher letter to Mr. GrifSn, wi<hin» him to counsell his men ( if he 
cannot command them ) to subtuii to authoriiie, seeing they stand out 
to their own losv; disadvantage. What his return will be, you 

shall heare as soon as I can send it. 

I pray you good Sir, let mc be excused from coming to this 
Court, for I am not 6tled for Winter jouriiies, and for such Lad wayes 
as ue must piss. I want much to bearc of your si iinfs iron and 
Steele. If the countrie will not be eiKouraged by so useful a design 
to eulard^c themselves for the advantage of it, I know not what will. 

*• The Lord, our gix)rl God, in meicio keep you and yours, to whose 
gncft i commit you and rest, 

" Yours trnlie and unfeignedly,

*• I am glad to heare of your sonne Mr. Stephens 
safe return, together with his beloved. I desire 
to be kindly remembered to them both. 

Tba precedii^ letter shows that milduess and forbearaaco were not 
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always iocompiiibli wuli K s warm and ardent tcoipcrameiit. A oioderation 
is bero exbibite<i, aUku creditable to him as a in.igis;ratt>, and a man. 
Although the laws had beeu violated and jxiblic murals outraged, a 
course of entreaty and persuasioa was prcfLrrcd to severity, as likely lo 
produce more beneficial results ; and this loo, regardless of directions 
from suj)erioi- ajthoriiy. The very reverse of this, is ibe iiopressioQ 
ucaaltj given of his character and conduct. 

At this period a confederation was formed between Massachusetts, 
New Haven, Connecticut, aud Plyitioutli, styled tlie (Jnitcd Colonies 
or New England. In all matters, vvheiUer in peace or war, which 
related to the general welfare, they agreed to be governed hy a 
majority of Commissioners chosen by each Colony. In iheir individual 
jurisdiction, they were to be entirely distinct and iudepcndeDt of each 
other. Thus was forged the first liuLs iu the chain, which was to bind 
together the piesent family of republics. 

Durin;; this year (1643,) a ve^el of about one hundred tons burthen, 
belonging to the Earl of Warwick, visited Boston. She was commanded 
by one Cliaddock, or as Mr. Endecott calls him, " Haddock," a dissolute 
man, who had a crew like himself. They caused much trouble to 
Governor Wiuthrop and the Colonists generally. His object was to 
Transport passengers, to people the Island of Trinidada, but none could 
be prevailed iijion to remove. Failing in this, he employed his vessel 
in the service of La Tour, and sailed for Acadia. On his return a 
pinnace of alwut thirty tons, belonging to this Captain, was blown up 
near Castle Island. Five men were killed and three others wounded. 
In refer'^nr-e to this aii.iir, Mr. Etidecott wrote the following letter to 
Governor Wintbrop. It is here transcribed irom the original.

Dearest Sir, 

' " i must ncfids acknowledge I was somewhat grieved when I 
hearde of H;iddock'8 cariadge to yoursolfc, and Mr. Paytiti's staying 
aboard t!iat tlit'V could not he. rommuiulcd asliore upon any occasion. I 
lliou^Iit ilifin of Castlu Isl^md, tliat it inif^lu bo of good use to controle 
such fcllowes : But to \m of any strength to yo' to>viie or conntrie, I 
cannot sen it. i verily think that the couutrie will be verie willing 
that there may be a fort there, built at the chardges of the towncs 
thereabouts : And to underslaud llu ir willin;;ncss or consent to if, I 
think it may be done by wh;u is projiouudcd, viz., to seiid to the 
magistrates and deputies, or if you soc good to the magistrates and 
deputies of the sevrral shores, who may easily come together without 
any chardgc to tin; countrie. 

We have here in Essex apijointcd a dny to meet in Salera, viz., 
the twenty - second of the next moiuli, to consider something for the 
Common -wealth, according to an ordor of Court. iS'ow then, J think it 
will bu suoii enough to send in niir cotmscll or consent thcrcoo, seeing 
little can be done to the work in tlic mean tyme. 

" I heare you have great siglits upon the water, seen lieiwcon the 
Castle and the towne, men walkiii;;^ on tdn water in the nigfit, over 
siuce the shtppe was blown up: or fire in thi- s!ia[)n of men: tliere 
are verie fe\\- do hclievn it, yet here is a great report of it, brought 
from thcnci! tlie last day of the week. 

" I am glad that the ^fohaks nrw( s is false. I'lio maid is now going 
along wf us lo Orchard, uherc y' soiine shall be heartilic ^vclcomp. 

** The Lord continue peace unto US if it be his blessed will, to whose 
grace I coounit you and ever rest,

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Upon the suggestion contained in this letter, the fort at Castle 
Island, which had been dismantled a few years before, and allowed to 
decay, was rebuilt the following year at the expense of the six neighboring 
towns. The superstition of the times is inaaifested by the allusion to 
the " great sights upon the waters." He remarks there are verie few 
who believe it," but does not iuumate the state of his owa mind upon 
this subject ; a belief however ia supeioatuial appearances was almost 
universal at that period.

During tUa Tear of hia adndniaiiation, impnmnfients in the mode of 
tnnuBGtinig bwineis in the Leglslatnr^ were iutrodueed. The Uagiatratea 
and Deputies, far the Sut thne, now hold their aesiioaa apart; — and 

it required the concurrence of both boffie% to make any act valid. 
The oCBce of a speaker to the Deputies, was also introduced this year 
for the ficat time, and filied by an Eaaaz nan, Mr. WiUiam Hatbtme. 

Jealousies and misunderstandings had unhappily fnr some time existed 
between these two bcanchea of the government, owing in a gceat degree 
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to the duties and prcfogaiifes of eacii aoi being sufficieiitlj defined. The 
Magistral f s assumin;? the right to cooduct all the affairs of tho Colooj, 
when the Dcji ii r- wi re not in sesston, and the latter bodj challenj^iDg 
tbeir right to do so, to the extent they had done. A Special Court 
was in consequence held this year, to take the subject into consideration, 
and endeaw to devije some moasares whicb might serve to s\hy this 
liunatura! animosity. It was finally calmed, though oot wholly adjusted, 
bj the efibrts of the Eiders, to whom their differaoces were referred. 

The conflicting claims of D'Anlnoy and La Tour were finally settled 
during this year, by the Government of France supporting die claim of 
D'Auluey. His Deputy thereupon came to Boston, and concluded a 
treaty with Governor Endccott,' which was subsequently ratified by the 
Comiui:>sioaers uf the United Colonies of New England. 

At this period the civil war in England had assumed a very serious 
aspect. Open hostilities bad already commenced between the Royalists 
and the Parliament forces in Bristol and Gloucester, and it required

Much 
dimunoa asoflei but in coodmlon it was not thou^t eipedieut to 
oppose tSie Parliaments coaunlmioar bat to aikiw the Ofiptain to Main 
lis priae. 

The cause of learning, as a necossarjr means of spreading a general 
imeUljgenee thionghoat the community, had ever receired the fostering 
care and attention of the Colootsts from the first moment of their 
landing on these shores. It was placed almost side by side with the 
cause of religion itself. In the first clearing that Was made in the 
forest, the meeting house and the school house were seen rising up 
nnultaneooaly. A college had already been established at Cambridge) 
and provinoD made hy several towns "fur the maintaining of poore 
sitolleis." Salem, towards whose growth and prosperity Mr. Endecott's 
nntiiipg exntions had e?er been naost earnestly directed, and in the 
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Miperrisioa and awnagemeot of wJumb iiit«nal, as well as exterod 
concerns, he was constantly eng;iged, im Me of the first to introduea 
into Its domestic policy the free admot sjitsm, which has noce become 
the pride and boast of the %vhole conntij. It is inteceatiog, at thie 
timoi to notice it in its incipient stages. The plain and quaint 
language of the record shows the simple state of society at that period* 
September 30, 1644, '* Ordered that a note be pnUi^ed on next 
Lecture day, that such as hare children to be kept at achoole woold 
bring in their names, and what they will give for one whole year, 
and also that if aaie poor bodie hath children or a childe to be pat to 
scbooie, and not able to pay for their schooliog, that the towoe will 
pay it, bj a rate.* The "aeaven men chosen this yeare," and under 
whose direction this order was issued, were John Endecott, William 
Uatliorne, William l<o(d| Jefliry Massey, Peter Palitej, Thos. Gardoer, 
and Henry Bartholomew. If this had been all we ever beard of any of 
them, their names would He^rrve immortality as the betjefactors of their 
race. Mr. Endecott was also Gorcmor of the Colony, aud Mr. Hatbonie 
Speaker to the Deputies at the same time. The salary of the Goreroor 
this year, was one bandied poanda. 

la 1615, Mr. Eiulecott was succeeded as Governor by Mr. Dudley. 
Bat other offices of honor and trust awaited him. He was this year 
appointed Sergoant Major Geneial of Manachuietts, — the bigbeit

He had previously held a commission of 
Colonel in the first regiment formed in Salem, Saugus, Ipswich, and 
Newbury, in the year 1636, when John Wimhroj), Jr., son of tlio 
Governor, was his Lieuteuaut Culouvl. Ho was al&o elected an Assistanr, 
and one of the United Commiiuiioners. 

In IGKi, ibret; Special Coimiiissioncrs were appointed to treat with 
D'Aiilney upon certain complaints prtferrud by him against the Colonists, 
lustniciinns viete tbuwii up by a Couiinlttcu of five, amonj whom was 
Mr. Endicott. In reference to this business be wrote the fallowing 
letter to Gorernor Wiuibrop. 

" Dearest Sir, 

" I understand by Mr. Downing that you have received Ifttprs 
from Mons. D'Aulney, and that he will send to us the 7th momh. I 
could «ish if you see it good, that the Commissioners were aciiiiaint»*d 
witli it, I meau of the several rroviuces, and moved if they sec good 
to bo lu;re, because I desire they may ho as thoroughlio engaged iu 
what is done, or may be concluded as ourseI\cs. 

*' If yon intend to call a General Court now, it will be in the 
middesi of all our occasions, aud the countric w 'A] much sufler in it. 
If it be any time before D'Aulney's messenger comes to iis it will be 
well enough as farre as I can conceive; and if it were just at the 
time it wotiltl be better ; buc I conceive that as uncertaine, unless he 
hath appointed a ccrtayne tymc : but I leave all to your better 
considerations. I liumbly thank you for all the newes you have sent 
us at several tymes : we find here the hand of God much upoD 
severall men's gra^-ue by caterpillars, which threaten a dearth. "The 
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Lord fit us for what he shall call us unto, to whose blessing I CMDmit 
J0U| and all jours, and rest

At this time, amid his numerous [Hiblic duties and eniragempnts, we 
find him intm-sting himself to devise means lo |ircvont tiiu emigration of 
young; men of education who fur want of encouragement, were leaving 
the country in pursuit of eniployment abroad. It was certainly important 
to the best interests of tlic Colony that this emigration should in some 
way be arrested, lest by lowering iho standard of intelligence the minds 
of the people should become dilwscd. The only feasible mode, 
howcrcr, in which it could be attained, was to remove ttic cause, 
which was leading them to take iliis step. Mr. Endecott, therefore, as 
one of the United Commissioners in IGIG, signed a recommendation tliat 
" poore schollnrs lie employed in the couatrie, that they may be 
encouraged to live at borne." 

In 1648, he was continued an Assistant, Sergeant Major General, 
and CommiissioDer of the Province. 

This year a copper mine was discovered upon his land on Ipswich 
River, near a place called at that time " blind hole." It was tested 
by a Mr. Leader, overseer of the iron Works at Lynn, who 
must have given a favorable opinion of it, as Mr. Endtcott in lfi51, 
while Governor, petitioned the Genera! Court for the grant of a 
wood lot in its neighborhood, to enable him to work it with more ease. 
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In petition 1m statM tint he htA **atrMdj been M aone dnigen 
tw tbe finding and melting of eop|ier eie, and b still hi pmeculkNi 
of fwingiDg it ID perfection, bjr eeeding mu to Sweden and Gennanj 
tot penoni well skilled in tlie ait, to asmt luu." This mtoe was^ 
boweveri aulwequently abandeaed, it not yieidiog sufficient to onoonn^ 
l>^nt to woik it. 

Sueh was the vahie of fruit tiees and the cfaeapnns of hod at Ais 
period, that we Aid Gorernor Endeoott this jear (1648,) eschaoged 
Sn handled apple trees of three jears growih, with a William Trash, 
for two hundred and fifty acres of land. Thmr velatln Talue being 
two trees for an aere. At this time there was so grest a seaicit/ of 
nonej in the Colon;, that all trade or tiaflie between the inhabitants 
was neeesaarily condueted Igr means of barter.* The fbllowtng transaethm 
wUl illostiate diis want of a eircatatiog medittm. In 1648, Mr. 
Endeeott purchased of Henrj Chickering farm of three hondred acres 
fbr £160, and it was stipdated that the pajrment was to be made 
■*in cattell or English gndno at the generall into of die oooatrej, or 
as twoo indiflerent men shall judge: The one to be chossn by the 
said Cbickeriiig or his ssugnes, the other bjr the said John Endeoott or 
his anignes — the come to be ddifeivd at Salem ^fbtn the mid Henrj 
Chickering or his ssi^nes shall appoint The cattell to be prized at 
the &rme worn thqr ass in Salem, and driven half waj lo Dedham at 
the chaiga of the said John Endeeott."

Upon the death of Governor Whithrop, which took place on the 
26th of March, lGi9, at tlic age of 03, Mr. Endccott was again chosen 
Gorernor, lo which office he was annually elected until the time of hta 
death, with the exception of the years 1G50 and 1C54, when be held 
that of Deputy Governor. This was an eventful period in the history of 
the Colony, as well as of the Mother Couiurj. The violent death of 
Charles the First, the usurpation of Cromwell, and the restoration of the 
Stuart family, took place while he was at the helm of puhlic aflairs. The 
difBcultics and perplexities of his situation during this period, were very 
great. lim all hiy public acts are marked with a moderation iiud wisdom 
%\ hich liu liuiiuf to him as an experienced atuiiiuiau. Had he 
{xjssesscd less iutegrii) ur iruiiioss, had lui m.ud been al all vascillating, 
the couscfiucnces mijjht have been disastrous to the best interests of the 
Colony. But with an eye keen to discern the approach of danger, and a 
mind fruitful in resources to avert it, he steered the ship of state aaoag 
shoals and quick sands, through difScuU and dangerous passages, amid 
storms which threatened to involve her in utter ruin, and at last not oalj 
broaght her ofT with honor into a safe and secure pwilioo uncillMd, but 
by bis energy and decision, contributed to promote her fiitilfe welfin Mid 
prosperity. The Colony with a wise forecast, acknowledged allegiance to 
CfomweU and to tbe Parliament only so far as was necessary to keep up 
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appearances and avoid gmng ofTence, but no furtiicr, aiiti thcv were 
careful to indulge in uo marks of disrespect to the memorjr of the 
late King. 

On the itcossion of Mr. Eudccott once more to the gubernatorial chair, 
lie vvuli ilio Deputy Governor Dudley and assistants entered into a Protest 
against the practise of wearing long hair, " after the manoer of Russians 
and barbarous Indians, contrary to the rule of God's word and requested 
the Elders to use means for its suppression among the members of their 
churches. This was in accordance with a custom which had prevailed 
in England since titc year 1641 ; the favorers of Parliament being 
called Round Heads, because they wore short hair.' Our Puritan fathers, 
ever fond of fortifying themselvos with Scripture authority on all 
occasions, took shelter ia this alTair behind the injuuctions of St. Paul. 
Governor Endccott has l>een very unjustly held responsible for this 
Protest, when in fact the views it exhibited had no claim to originality; 
— for near six hundred years the thunders of the Church had at times 
been levelled against this practise, in canons and anathemas of 
excommunication.* We contend that it is contrary to the true principles

It nuit have 
been a seveie stragj^e for bim to bave lepmted bimaelf from the flace 
of bis adoption, towatds which he had ever fdc and esUbitcd the 
most ardent attaebnent He was to leave frieods, too, endeared lo 
hUn as compaaioos ffom the in&ncjr of the setttement, with whom be 
bad shared perils, dangers and snfleriogs, dmoit too gnat ibr bnman 
ondoiance ; — widi wbooi he bad also taken sweet eounael in seasons of 
gloomy despoodencj, when the last hope of eartUj com&it appeared lo 
be leaving them fonrer. Although thus called upon to sever ties 
coDMOted bj die assodatiiHts of opwarde of a quarter of a ceniurjr, 
hb fondest ajmpatbiee and warmest aflectiona over delighted to linger m 
gimtitode amind ihe spot eonseecated in Ins fecollectioa as the one, 
which first stretched forth ita arms to receive and shelter bim from the 
perseention and intolennoe of bis idbtber conntiy. Hts residence in 
Boston was on the beontifd lot btetjr owned aod ooeo^ed bj Gardner 
Greene, now Pembertoa Sqoare.' All lovers of the pietninqae wiU 
regret the tranafemation which the march of improveneat has leoently 
efleded in this place. 

In the year 1667 he received a foither giant of one thousand aeies 
of land on Ipewicb lUver, for seventy -Jive pounds paid by him and 
Mrs. EndeeotL* This land, or a part of it, was afterwards exdmnged

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for Hog Island, near Falmouth, wbkh was granted bim bj the goveroinent 
in the year 1661. 

He had now ( 1657,) entered upon his seventieth year, with a 
shattered constitution, and health seriously impaired, as we learn by the 
following letter to Mr. John Leverctt, the Colonial Ageot ia EogUiad. 

"Sir, 

" I cannot write unto you hy a more faithfulle friend^ than I 
have done, who is aljle at larfje, to relate to you bow ihiugs iu general 
stand here. And that doti) save mec some labour which at this 
tyme is a favour to mec. For in the extrcmitie of heatc and after a 
lonj; sickness, I am very faint ; not fitt to doc any thiuge, yet I caaoot 
iHJt liy these h^artilie salute you in the Lord giving you many thanks 
for what you &eut me. For all good newes is welcome to us as you 
know full well. Yet I cannot for tlie present answer your expectations 
touching Road Island and Clarke & Holmes* but I hare acquainted 
the rest of tfic Magistrates with your letter, who were all ready to 
gather up suliicient testiuionie to prove what you spake to the Protector, 
and enough to satisfy (we doubt not) your opponent, if he he a lover 
of ihc truth. Onlie we would have the Generall Court act with us 
therein, which will not meet till September next, wheo 1 hope I shall 
procure a full answer to your former and last letters. 

" What the end is of that point of State to make the Protector, 
King, i canaot fathom it ; unless their proffering and his denial! tiicreof,

DonrNO the principal part of Mr. Endecott's admiiiiKtratioii, and 
particularly from 16.3.) to 16G0, the Colony "under his pnidciU and 
equal govcrnmnnt,"' inade rapid progress in things necessary to its 
respectability and importance. Its number* and wealth rapidly increased ; 
its trade flourished; and its foreign intercourse became every day more 
widelv extended. Free admission was allowed to vessels of all nations, 
:iiul the importations of all commodities was sulycct to no incumljerance 
or restraint. The Colony took no notice of any act of Navigation, 
Plantation, or other laws m:idc in England for the regulation of 
trade, and they were never TPmznW.fd as in force here, unless required 
by their own legislature. But daring this period of their prosj>erity the 
religiou.s atmosphere was overcharged with dissention, and sectarianism 
laid its withering hand heavily u|)on them. All the troubles heretofore 
experienced in the Churches, from the peculiar views of Mr. Williams 
and Mrs. Hutchinson, were as nothing to those which now commenced 
with a sect of religionists called " Quakers," who first began to make 
their appearance in the Colony in the year 1656, and filled the minds 
cf (lis inhabitants with consternation and alarm. Strange as it may 
appear, these people sought most those places whore they met With 
the greatest oppositioa and persecution. Tbey shuom d Rhode Island

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for the want of il, altbovgh em then Roger Williams, with «ll Us 
liberal viewa of rdigious idecation, was eonsifaljied lo dedaie, <tbat 
thim an bounds of order which ahoald be ohsemd hj all sects, and 
that the Qnaheis had surpassed than.' Thejr came lato M asw ch nsette 
knowing th« strong fireling in the public mind against them. They 
exhibited a permseoeas in the terj outset. No (ihce was too sacied to 
be disturbed bjr the outbreaks bj these fefigioos agjiiaiws. The Church 
and the Cixincil room shared alike. Thdr violeat and eitrafagant 
GOnduRt incensed the Court and the people. They disclaimed all 
alk^anee to any Ibrm of gorernment not in die hands of men of 
their own principles; and publicly msolied and reviled the Governor in 
the open streets, denouncing judgment against' him fat restrainis upon 
tbdr llbeities. Their desperate conduct shouU oiler some apofegy for 
the severe tnatment they ezpwienoed both in En^bod and this 
couoiry ; tlioogh we are free to admit that their pimhhment was often 
disprapordejiate to their ofleaoe. We would fidn draw a veil over the 
praceediags of this period, which weie dictated, we bdiev^ by a pious 
but mistaken seal, did not justice forbid it We can only speak of the 
Quaker persecution, aa it is oommooly called, in a veiy general way. 
To give a detailed . and dreumstandal account of the causes whkh 
moved our forelathera to oppose them with so mock tigor, or to dwell 
upon the merits of the contraversy, we hdieve wooM be altke tedhms 
and unprofitable^ At first, this sect was proceeded against in the 
Colony with much modention. They were privately admonUmd by 
the Governor at hb house, and dieir coodoet and langnage on snch 
occasions were rude and iadecoroos in (he extreme. The finrt law against 
them with the penalty of death, waa pssaad in 1658. The Commisaioneis 
of the United Cokmiea exasperated hy their ohstinaey and violenoe, 
had recommended this measure to the several CdoDles. Endecott is 
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fiM to Imro basn in bfor of it. He oeMainlj giie it ■ bis olBdal 
nnctioD. fine wbataTar might have been ins own priveite viewi^ he 
exhibited no Tindietive feetingi ; nor did he willioglj jpermit the autborissd 
aereritiei of that law towards those naenhlj deluded and nisguided 
fiuiaiics. We speak this lathsr with lefeience to their conduct tluui lo 
their priaciples. That onoMenfatiooSf orderly, and peace •toving sect ef 
the present day, ere in ationg. contrast with the lelractaij and fiolent 
nntefs of Ibmier tinMS. Their tnrbolent conduce at that period infused 
into all oiinds a belief that tbejr wen daageraus enendes to the libertiea 
of the state, and **fit instrumenia to propagate the Uogdooi of Satan**" 
Gofemor Endecot^ therefor^ felt hunself bound in conscienoe both to 
God and man) **to keep the passage with the point of the aword held 
towards them," hoping that the seferity of the penaltj woald deter 
them from letnnung into the Colon/ after the sentence of banishnient. 
But not realining "what manner of spirit thej were of," be waa 
mistaken; and their ** wittinglj rushing themidves thereupon [the sword] 
being their own act," they were conceived by the gorerament ''guihj 
of the crtme of bringing their bkwd upon their own heads."* Four 
idctinis suilered the penalty of the law for their ofaalioncyi lather than 
tu their peculiar belief. 

In the case of Haiy Dyar, we are told dint Govetow Endeqolt. was

Eren at the 
esUovn her eaaeatlaa was dalajad aoid her life offired to her again 
and agno, bjp the officer who was ofdeied to attend lier fiir that 
ezpieas pnrpoaOf to the last moment, if she would pramiaa to leara the 
Colony nerar more to return without Jeare from authority. But ahe 
would accept her life upon oo odier coudiUen, than the repeal of the 
law under which she was ahout to sniler. 

The conduct of Gotenor Endeeott hi the praoewBaga of diet period 
has ever heen considered a dark stain upon bis eacutchon. Tet while 
we adniit dioae augplnarj enaetmenta, especially when contrasted with 
die present mueslisdned eieidie of all lelipons, and diades of religioas 
heGef, in most ehrisdan oonwionitiea, to he Uemiahes of n deep dye 
on his admialstiation, we think they certamty ought not to be regarded 
aa andi open his moial character. History, we bdiev^ baa done bin 
a wioqg in thus ofienng ium up as an dfalatiDn for the prevailmg 
intdcianoe of all Cbrisiendom at that period. It was not the cause of 
nBAffaa ahme, wlueh was thought to be endangered by the dissemination 
and trhmipib of aueh prindptes, but the oeartbrow of all cini 
govemmant waa looked upon as the tdtinate result. Not a few wnteis 
in our bad hara ondeaTCied to cast npon him the whole responsibility 
and oblotpiy of tins dark page in onr eady history. Tfoe^ he was the 
official o^ian through whom was cairinl into eflect the established laws 
of the Cdony, and popaU" was bdieved to be <* vox dei.'* But 
so Iw aa he was individually concerned, we think bis modves were 
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pure nd tkrated^ wd Aat aA bit aetioa wan bnsd apoa prindplo. 
WhboQt doubt b» putDok largely «f the pnvifliag prejudioM of the 
daj agatiMt thoM peo^; and the wild spirit of fiuntii^aB fuuA in 
luin a otMUiMMS ond eneigode opponent. Bot we hold tluit all men 
ilNNdd be judged aeoMdiDg id the light oi the age ia wUeb they Kre, and 
the ioloeaeei widi which they are annoonded. In lui diead of nnlwdtad 
tolemthm he wai not alone; it waa the pmaiUng temper of the tinwe, 
and hia cmna in diia respect, whidi he aharad in comnnn with dm 
wiie and gpod of Irie day» aioae nAar fioni n inficmit; of judgmeot 
than any obliquity of heart* 

Even the *' ffinphi Cobler of Agawan*' ahomda In the aharp spirit 
of lebuhe of all opinioidsta. "ReKgb doeenda ei^ non ooeieenda," 
aays that faoedoua wiilar, **i8 a pretty piece of album iatfaramfor aonie 
kinds of throeta that are willingly aoce ; but heia^ de doeenda eett 
•ten paradttanda, will he found a far better dianoian for the gargarima 
this age wantOt if dmely and dwrougbly applied.'* The chaiaeter of 
the Coloidsta had ever been enlted by idigiooa fervouff and thnr 
solicitude for the purity of the foith, diftUigiaidied then above aU 
otbeiB. To their apprehenriom and diatorted vinona^ this teet appeared 
like a hydra in embryo, wUch if allowed to attain a full stature, woold 
assuredly overthrow both Chuidi and Sute. Their only cbanoe dieu, 
of escape from this dreaded cahmtty, waa to stmngle the mooater ia 
its Macy. It was an anzioas day for the Colonists and speed the piU 
of sadness around their dwdlhigB. Fasts were obeerfed throughout the 
Colony *(for the prevalence of ssduceia," end in n certain Chutdi 
Covenant a dense wee inserted of the ftlbwing kaport,— "theiefon 
we do oovenant by the help of Jesus Cbrbt, to take heed and beware 
of the leaven of the doctiine of the Qtuheia." Even in England, hi 
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1666, one of dua wet, hf wdw of Fiuliamnrt, hod tooguo boned 
dmngh wiA a bot iraii. But Althon^ tbe pieinlenco of « bad enstoai 
caonot coDstitote its entin justificstioo, yet as was nid of Inbdh tbe 
Catbdie,* inch napect to tbe ranral of tbo inqokitkui and tbe peeteeiitioo 
of tbe Jewi in Spain, " it ibould lerre to mitigate oor condemnation" of 
Goremor Endecott ^tbat be fdl into ne gteater errar tban waa comnuin 
to tbe gneteat minds*' of the age n wiiieh be liicd* 

To tbe relief of Governor Endecott and tbe Cdonj, n mantows ffom 
Cileries tbe Second, dated 9th September, 1661," pot e stop to nil 
proceedings agauut diia see^ and sock aa bad been npprebendod woe 
directed to be eent to En^nd fiir trial. Befixe tlm receipt of tins 
tiider, bowcfer, all tbat were in prison bad been releesed end sent out 
ef tbe Colonj. Bat not in New England alone, as bas ebeedj been 
•aid, was ibis sect perwcuted; — even in England ttaelf, three years 
after this mae Cfanrie^ leftoratioo, be wrote thiit to Gorernor Endecott 
with reipeec to religioos toleration in tbe Colony ; — ** We cannot be 
understood to diiect, or wiab dnt any indulgence should be gianted to 
penoBS conMUonly called Qnakci^ wbose principles bdng ioeonritfeitt 
with muf kind of g^verament, we bare found it neceasaiy, with tbe

In 1C58, thn Court granted Gov. Endeoott " for his great service" the 
fourth part of Block Island. At this time he %vas also elected President 
of the bod^ of Colonial Commissioners. He now held the double ofiice 

of GoTcroor of Masaaduisetu and Fresideat of the Uoited Colonies. 

His conduct towards the aborigines, that much abused and injured 
race, was alwavs marked with forbearance, lenity and mildness. To his 
eldest 80Q, Joho, the Indians in IG60, gare a tract of land which he 
applied to the Court to confirm. The Court declined taking such 
[Kjwer on itself; — at the same time however, it passed the followiog 
highly complimentary resolve, — that "considering the many l^indnesses 
which were shown the Indians by our honoured Govemour in the 
infancy of these Flautations, for pacifying the Indians, tending to the 
common good of the Planters; — and in consideration of which the 
Indians were moved to such a gratuity unto his son, do judge meet to 
give the petitioner four hundred acres of land."

OLifKR CMMmu, litviDg dlU on tbe dd of September, 1658, 
was sacceeded by his eon Richaid, a man of diaUoir mteUeet, and 
nrhoUj destitote of those qnalitiee of miad whkh wera leqaUite to fit 
bim lor bii bigh and baiardous aituation. Ho accoidiniflj leaigaed bk 
oflfea on Ae 22d of April, 1658, and Cbailes tbe Seoond was lestorad 
to tbe Gfown, on tbe 89tb of Ma/, of tbe folknriog jear. Ricbaid 
bad never been acknowledged in tbe Cdonj ; nevertbeleai, tins was an 
aomoas period for its mbabitanii. Fetitiou and eaoiplaiBts were preferred 
against tbem to tbe King and Fariiament. Thej, bowerer, made 
xepneentation, on tbeir. par^ of iojalt/ to tbe King, deuiing *tbat no 
complaints might make impieanon on bis tojal lieart agaiaet tbeni, nor 
anj alteration imposed on tbem, till tbej undenUiod tho said complaiats, 
and be beard to speak (ca tbemselTes." Aooompanyiag tbeie petitiom 
and repfesentatioas, Governor Endeeott sent tbe following letter to 
John Ijeverett. The original k still preserved among bis papers.

The King was pteased to return a *'graoiouB asawei" at tbis ttm^ 
to their petitions, which was ackaowledged by a pufalK Tbanksg^nng* 
Still tbe eaemtes of tbe Colony were not idle, nor were the min& of 
the Colonisis easy, as to the coarse the King intended to paiaaa 
towards them. In 1661, upon intelligence fnim Engtaod of what was 
doing there to the prqjddice of the Colony, Endecott {earing lest dwy 
shottU be Tinted with the bcATy rod of oppresdon for their apparent 
want of kyalty, did not think it safe ddayiag any kniger to prodaim 
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Hie King; — ind he ciiDad the Goiaral Coait logetli«r ftr that purpow* 
A farm fadng agned npoD, the King wm pnUid/ imdaimBd in the 
Colooj, on the 8th of Angmt of thi* ye«r» by Seeietirjr Sewno, 
aeoompBiiied vrlth the uenel cerenoniet on aoeb oeeeekNie. AOUn in 
England for nme time efier the yestoratioa of Charlei, wore a wj 
donbtfol aspect, and (he Governor irae eridentlj weitmg until thej became 
moreietded hefixre he nOomd anj overt net to jeopardiae die intereste 
«f the Coiknj. 

A mandaoMM from the Kiag for the apprdieaaion «f the Ngieide% 
Colonda mTbaltej and Gafle> wbo bad IM to ihia conntij nt the 
restoiatioDi was xeeetved on the (>tb Hay of thi* jeer. It waa dated at 
Whltel»n, the £th of Uaieht 1660- 1, and directed to John Endeeott, 
Gofemor of Siaancbuntti, and by him lo be conmntnicated to the 
lespectiTB Gofomora of the United CSolbnie*. Beridea being of the 
Board of Commimonani who tried end condemned the King, WhoiUey 
had been a Ltettienant General^ and Gofle a Major Genera^ in the 
aeivice of CromweU. Tfaeae unfottonate men were ndvised to qoit the 
Masmdinaetu jnriadietioa ea aeon as it waa known they were enempied 
fiom paidoQ by the act of indemnity, and belbve the leompt of tbe 
DHmdaaoua. They were aaaiated to do so» and Jwnidied with honei, 
and a guide to eoodnct them to New Haven. 

In reference to this and various other affairs of the Colonv, tlie 
Governor \vrotc the following private letter to the Earl of Clarenden, at 

that time Lord High Chancellor.*

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** Right Honourable, 

ihese are to give your honour ao accouut not only of the 
receipt of jour honour's letter bearing date 15th Feb'y, 1G60-T, and 
the enclosed copy of his niiijeslie and councills order in reference to 
the business of merchants trading in New England, but also of mj 
actinfrs tin n nfMUi. Having ordered our Secretary Mr. Edward Rawson, 
a jirr-( n of knowu fidditie to his majestic, to pursue the directions 
therein required, I doubt not but he will give your honour a 
satisfactory account iu his returns. At the same time that I received 
j<Mt bonoi s letter and order, I also received Irorn the Secretary of 
Statr*, Sir AVilliani Morrice, his majestie's most gracious letter in answer 
to our humble address' to bis uiajestie, with his majf^stie's order ior the 
searching afur and apprehending Co!. Whallej and Gofli*, and sending 
them over in order to their trial for having a hand in the most horrid 
Diurther of our late sovereign, Charles the First, of glorious niemorj, 
both which I caused to l>c ])rintcd licre, for the better furtherance of 
his majesty's service. What oui- Council did in order to the Colonels' 
apprehension before his majestie's order came to hand, with what 7.cal 
and fidelitie the I^ord enabled inee to act in sending meet messengers, 
persons of known fidelitie to his majestic, with instructions and true 
copies of his majestie's letter, and order for their apprehension to the 
several governours of the other Colonics, or chief magistrates there, for 
the better accomplislunent of his majestie's just commands, — an acconnt 
thereof I have transmitted to the honorable Secretaries of State, Sir 
Edward Nicholas and Sir William Morrice, that so his majestic might 
understand the sinceritie of my endeavors to serve him. Our Council 
since having made a proclamation that whosoever shall be found to 
have a hand in concealing the said colonels, or either of them, shall 
answer for the mom as an o&nce tS tba highest uature, aad caused 
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oar Secretarjr to write antn Aft Gorenmir of Naw Hxna, ia ov 
names, to press bim to the dieeharge «i bb dutj (ia wlune jurbdietioii 
they were ]nte\y seen, and a wee are ciediblj wfonned bj a fepxt 
given out, that they came to sonrender ibeimetrea— but tbej baring 
deaired a little tine to be in private by tbeaiaelveai befine which 
pretended time had expired, thoy wore by a youtb net creeping through 
a field of corae [ and ] made thav eieape. Yet [wee] af« not withMt 
hope, that doable diligenoa^irin bo died by them of New Haven, to 
regain Ini maieitie^ ftroor, and that bia iM|featie therein may have full 
aati^tion, which I rinll not be wanting io endearoar* Since the 
arrival of the latt shippc from England, underManding by aeveral that 
however wee thought oar addren to hit majeatie bad been a aoffieient 
pioelamathiik of hk miueatie and manifestation of oar daa aUegianoe, yet 
lliat it was expected of lii* majeitie's privy eoancil that wee should 
formally proclaim bis najeade here; whereupon oaUiag oar General 
Court together to make a return of their deep aenaa of the unspoidtaUe 
meicy of God» manifesied in his BQajestie*s gracious praariia not only to 
protect and defend vs in tbe libertiea foraoeilj granted us by bis byal 
fother of ^orioaa memoiy, but lo oonfirtn them to us, and not ho 
bobiud his royal predeeesMWS, which engageth this poor people on all 
OGcaabas to mamfest ihetr due obedienoe, and oontinaally to be petitiooera 
to the throne o£ grace, tot his majestie's long and prosperous rcigu on 
earth, and ikat an oternal crown of gloria may bo his portion in 
heaven, when this life shall eease; the Court ordered abo bis majeatie 
to be proclaiuwd barn, wldch was doae the next day by our Seeretary 
in the best form we were capahk of, to the great rejoicing of the 
peqde, expressed in tbeir loud acdamatnos, God aavo the King! wUdi 
was no sooner ended, but a troop of horse, fiwr fool companies, then 
in ams, oxprenad dmir joy in their peak; our forts and aH the sbippa 
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ia our barbour discharged, our Castle concluded with • • • " • 
all thundered out their joj. 

"Right Ji> II jurable, I am the bolder to give ^our honour tlie trouble 
of this shori account, that so, if your honour see cause as occasion 
may present, }our lionor may be pleased to inform his majest'ie aud 
appear in our behalf to improve your interests with his mnjestle, that 
no complaints may make impression on his royal heart against us, nor 
any alteration imposed ou us till we understand the said complaints, and 
be heard to speak for ourselves, which we douht not will be to his 
majesiie's satisfaction, of which your honor's favour, I hoi)o your honour 
will have no cause to repent. Myself and the people here, as in duty 
we are bound, shall become suitors to the throne of grace, that the Lord 
would be pleased to endue your honor with wisdom and snitable abilities 
to serve hitn, and his majestic, in yonr generation, and pour on your head 
and heart a rich ncompense of reward; which is the prayer of him that is 

"Right honourable, 

" Your boBours most bamble servant, 

"Jo: EfloscoTT." 

Although he seldom yielded to expediency, even in matters of State 
policy, yet the apparent zeal exhi!)ited in this letter to serve his 
majesty in the ajiprehcnsion of the regicides, we are constrained to 
hcliero has in it more of dissimulation than reality — justified, even 
viewed politically, only by the exigencies of the times, aud the 
precarious condition of the Colony. So long as they could avoid tlie 
suspicion of aiding the escape of these proscribed men, we have no 
doubt thoy secretly rejoiced in the failure of their own measures to 
prevent it. Gov Endecott, it is true, did not approve of jmttins^ the 
Kiog to death, but the Farliameat, and not the Jadges, were responsible 
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far tbat deed. His irid wm a mm maduay of jnaties. Then ivm 
cenMqtwiitljr emy thing to «Kit« dw taw cf fi$amm wjmpalhy and 
wanniMntioa tomurda tbow unhappf mani doooiad to « hwrilile daatb, 
and who had tought in a land of Mnogcn^ a refuga fiom their Uood 
diin^ punoen. But lha important intercMs which tha Colony had at 
thn time intolfed in all their pioceedingai deoMUided diK a ihow of 
lojattj dMNdd be Itept opi and lendeicd tha couna punoad hjr Gor, 
ilndacott, inpetative. Tha eincerit/ of hb condoet did not, howaiar, 
altogether aieape the laspieion of the reeloicd monarch. 

Tiro afanta, Mr. Norton, tha Iilinister at Beaton, and Mr. Simon 
Biaditnet, were aent lo England in I668t to answer oertun complaints 
urged agaiaat the Colony. The King had deeiiad that pmaona ehonld 
be aent otar Ibr that purpoae. They widertook the misnoa with great 
leloctano^ hot contrary to their expeetaiiona, were Yery gracioudy 
leceived by the Ki«& who promised to ooofirm Ihdr Charter, and graated 
them pardon for post emns during the late troubles. Thn greatly 
fqjoioed tha iiearts of the Colonista for the time, although the cop thoa 
ptoflered them, coaUUaed som« bitter dr^ in the form of eiaetiooa aa 
to the geaeial hwa of the Colony, the Episcopal mode of worship, tha 
book of oomnun prayn', manner of deetiona, etc., wludi they were reluctant 
to adopts and tha anhject waa raferrad fiom one General Oairt to 
another, and was complied with only to a limited aztont, and with 
oertRm qualifications, during tha brief qnea which laaiained hi the life 
of the Gorenior. The Bng^ althoogh he diacoaned in 6ir words, 
entertained no friendly feelings towards the Colonists, bat was waiting a 
fit opportunity to show them tbat he waa not unmindful of their preference 
tat demoeiaey. 
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From this period to the time of Jiis death, the Colony enjoyed 
almost UDioterrupted prosperity. Political dissentions of various kinds, 
were sometimes allowed for a short period to disturb their tranquility, 
but they were only like occa-sional ripplings upon the sea of life, and 
were not permitted to retard the growth of the national welfare. Fears 
were coiistaiiily entertained of the disposition of Charles the Second, 
respecting ilie Charter, and finally in 16G4, it was committed to the 
keeping of foisr trusty persons,' to be disposed of as the interest* asd 
safety of tlie Colony should require. It was, without doubt, tbeil 
intention to preserve the Charter at all hazards.

Wb have teca that Mr. Endeoad lewofdl Snm Sthm lo Boaton in 
1665; 7«t neitber bailor Aba.. Eadscoct dinolwd llwir coanexioQ wilh 
tha Salaoi Chiucli until Nsvambar, i€S%, A laijga and briUlaat eomK 
made its appeafaoca on tha 17th of Notanbar of thii year, and 
coatinoad (o the 4th af Fabraary foUowing. It traa tha general belief 
of that peiiod that ooaoeta were omen of gnat aril. One bad ap|ieared 
jwt belbra tha death of Ae Rev. Mr. Cotton, and the death at thla 
time of thair aged Goveraor and the trooUea tha Cotmy mat with the 
next jear from tha King's CouiaisiiMei^ HntebinMM infimna «is, tended 
to confirm die people in thdr opiniona. 

In tha qnaint language of the daj, we are toU that **flld ago 
and tha infinnitlea thereof ooming upoa hiu, ha fell aakcp in the 
Lord on the 15th of March, 1665,** at the age of wraity-ieTen, "and 
wea with great hoaour and aoleniiity interred at Boston,^* on tha 83d 
of the same month. Hia death was eesj and tianqnit. 

"PlMiteqM iM imam, mutu vSMk." 

Tradition has handed down the htk that tha Chapel Bar) ing Ground 
was the pbwa of tus ietannant. The exact spot la not now hnown, 
and no itona marlw tha laitbg place of this, ntiepld Father of New 
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England.' Yet his nama alooe will ever be a monumeat to bis 
memory, more enduring than marlile, and as imperishable as the i^ranite 

hilk of his adopted country. Although weakened in his physical 
powers, he enjoyed the iincliniinished exercise of his intellectual faculties 
to the last moment of his existence. Neither were the eiierf;ies of 
his chjiractiT diminished by age. He was as actively engaged in 
promoting ever\ us: !>j1 dcsigu for the beue6t of the Colonjr ia his 
latter as in his earlier daj'S. 

With Charles the Second, Mr. Endccott was not a f^voriie rulfif. 
The iuflexibiiity and stuidy independence of his character, would not 
permit him to yield with inditTerr nee to any violation of the chartered 
rights of the Colony, even thou;;^ it proceeded from royalty itself: and 
all usurpations of tlio crown were regarded by him witli extreme 
jealousy. His pnHilcal bias, too, during the nsurpation of Cromwell, was 
well known to the Kiri^. He was also in the Chair when the 
Commissioners froaa England arrived in Jio.t a, with powers in many 
particulars over -riding the Charter, and clutiied with authority to strike 
at the very root of some of the fundamental laws and most cherished 
rights of the Colony; — and thiir proceedings "were Tigllanily regarded 
and in several instances strenuously oppi»sed." Soon after their arrival 
Governor Endccott called a special session of the General Court, which 
was * prucbimed by sound of trumpet to be the supreuiest judicature io 
all the Province,' and they passed ihe firm resolve to " adhere to their 
patent, SO dearly obtained and so lung enjoyed, by undoubted right in the 
fiioht of God and man," — and the ' Commissioners pretending to hear

permit it" Tbe fetrl«M aod indepeadent tpirit whidb psnaded theit 
Couneila at this period, was not wdl adapted to ingratiate tlieir 
Goveroor with a lelfish and aibhrarj Bovereiga, acting under tha baleful 
influence of profli^te coaBsellois, and sumwndsd bj tho pcnKined breath 
of sycopfaants and flatterers. Their "oommonirealib lilia waj of 
gorernmentt" was also made known to bim by tJM CommiarioneiSf who 
poured their nitmeroos complaints into tbe wiUmg ean of tbe Kbg. The 
same firmness and leaolatioa exhibited by tlie Colonists in the present 
cfins, was tianmitled to tbeir de>cendants, and diaiingni^Md the patriots 
of *76t upwards of moo hnndred Tears later. The Gorenior was held 
KspounUe for these proceeding and brought bjr them under the royal 
dtspleaaiiie, whieb manifested itself in an answer to a petition fnm tbe 
Colon^p which was prepared the jear before his denthi in which the 
King's Seeietaiy was instracted to say, that as <*lllr. Endeoott is not t 
person well aflected towards bis Uajestie^ penon and goramment^ hia 
Majestie would take it well if the peopla would learn bun out fiom 
the place of Gotemor." No greater praise can be awarded bim as a 
ftailcn supporter of his conntfy^s fights than it implied in this vnrj 
censure. He died, however, beibie the influence of tbe teconunendaiion 
cotdd be naceituned. But, in the language of n writer upon the erents 
of that period, *<as bis imegri^ and firmneia, in the grent politieal 
questions then in a^tation, merited tbe confidence and gmtitnde cf his

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country, there caa be no doubt that this royal iatlmatiou to his prejudice 
would have been alto;^cther disregarded."' The fact of his long 
cODtinuancc in public service, is sufficient proof of tlie coafidence and 
esteem ia which bo was held bjr the people. 

After thu3 poruajing his emineiit distiactioa and usefuloeas aa a 
statesman and benefactor of bis country, we deem it unnecessary to 
measure Tery exactly the magnitude and extent of his talents, or 
acquirements as a acholar. SuflGke it to obserre, they were always 
found fully equal to any emergencies, ia which during the coarse of a 
long life, it was bis fortana to be plaeed. We are aware of the attemptt 
whieli have beeo made, b/ many writers, to degrade them; but we 
liafo been unaUe to discover, upon the ckMest aeratiny, any evidenee 
of the truth «r jtwliea of tbeir assertioos. For ounelires, we befiora 
Im wis Mt inferior ia aUfitiea or iearaing to most of bi* oontemponriaa 
ia the aajna sphere of life. 

We haft already sbowii lila miDd to 1m«» bees strongly inhaed 
with iliat dnad of religious loloratuwi whi^ chuhclsrised the age ia 
which ha lifod. But a mote oplaiged liberality than penraded Chrbtaodoni 
in his timot has been the standasd Ijy wUeh writers of a subseqaent 
period Invo judged his character; as if liis elafatad position in Ao 
Colony sboald bare enabled fiini to catch and reftect baelE the coonog 
light of Icnowledge, long bofore it bad fallen on tha rest of mankind. 
Ho was iindoabtedly a severe msgistrata — hut his severity was mt 
tempered with n hnre of justice and hia vsnevatiott ior ebristiaaiqr 
snd its institntioM ommsntty qoatified him ibr n good one. It has 
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been- mnMfcdl bf a . laoMtt writsTt that '* Ooreroor Endacott wm 
andoabtedljr iba fiaest tpecinon to ba foaad amoog our Gofarnm af 
tba gaoniaa Paiilan cbaractar— ef a quick tampw, wUeb Aa babit af 
miliUny coauniod had not Mftened, af atraag rdigiaai feeliogi, amldad 
on tbo tteiaer feature* cf Calvan'ttm ; laiolata te upheld with tba awaid 
what ba reoeived aa Gmpel tnitb, aad leariag ne aaeuij sa auich u 
a gaianjiug spirk.** '*Ha was a varjr Tirtaoaa gautboMui,'' nja a 
cbiaoicler of tba evaflti of dait day, *<aad was greatly beknred of tba 
moat aa ba well dcaefved."*— hk foblic and private rdaikoai" 
aajra the Aanaliat of Salaaif " ba waa a man of unsbakea iategritj. For 
mj oooatry aad my God wai the motto ioaeribed apon bis motivofi 
purposes aod deeds. That be bad his impcrfeetbiBai ihcro is no doubU 
Bat that he exhibited as few of them under his muhiplicd duiiea» as 
tha most exceUeat of men wooM ia bu situation, is equally correct. 
Hb oiaoj axertions for the praaparilj of Saleoi, aad his ardent 
attachment to it, should impress his name and north upaa tba heaita of 
its iahabitaotif so kmg aa ila ajcisteaca coatiooaa." 

Thus livred and thus died, one of the principal founders aod firuieat 
pillars of New England. The geaenlioo of those hardy mea who 
aetdad the Massachusetts Colony, was now rapidly )>as<iing away. 
Higginson, Winthrop, Dudley, Skelion, Paifn v, and u long list of Now 
England's earliest pioneers, Iml rilrcady preceded Endecott to the tomb. 
They were mea siagularly well adapted to this important and arduous 
enterprise. It was truly said of them by Stoughton, that God sifted 
a whole nation that be might send choisa graio over ioto this wilderness." 
AU tba circumstances of their conditioa served to implaot in their miada 
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fimndBiB of m gmt rapaUican empire. 

As the GoTcrnor drew near the close of life, how proud must 
have been his reflections, and how must hi^; heart hare swelled with 
delight, as he looked bnck upon tlic line of time and called to his 
recollection the day of his first landing in Salem with his little band of 
Pilgrims ; and then followed in his mind the gradations by which this 
little band expanded itself into an important Colony ! — had already risen 
and was still rising into consequence in the estimation of the whole 
world ! While he reflected, too, that ever since the days of their 
feebleness, and depression, when the wing of pestilence overshadowed 
their dwellings, and famine scowled around their little village, he had 
boruc an influenfial and prominent part in every measure that had been 
devised to promote the ptiblic gm)d — that the Colony had so far, as it 
were, grown up under his immediate care and supervision,' we can 
scarcely conceive of the hi^h sotiled satisfaction which must have 
hallowed and crowned his latter days. IJe had seen his most sanguine 
and clierislud hopes more than realized — the barren wilderness rcjuice 
and blossom as the rose. Tlic events of the last thirty or forty years 
roust have appeared to him scarcely less than miraculous, and with 
Simeon of old, he must have been ready to exclaim, " Lord lettest 
now thy servaot depart ia ])eace, for mine cjrcs bath seen thjr 
salvatioD."

He 
was twice maniedi and a famUjr of fife aou and five danghtcfa anmvcd 
bim. His second wife was Elinbeilir dae^ter of Goremor Wintbio^ 
and widow of the Rer. Antipos Newaun, of Weabani. 

There eaiata a perfect genealogy of the Gevemoi's bnilj, and his 
posreritj hafo now readied the ninth genemtion. It is the general 
impfesaion that all heanng the naane of Endkolt in this txnatxj are 
descended from him. This is a nustafce. There were lamilies of 
** Indiootts** dittinct from hisi who resided in Boston and its vidaiijr 
some time previoiis to 1700. The two names piobablj hod the same 
origiuy though the orthognplij is so entiretj diflbeol* Of thea^ ihm 
was a "John ladicoit,'* Werden of the KngV Chapelt >nd a man of 
some conaeqaencO} in 1691; ** Gilbert Indioott,*' jeomaoi of Doreiieater, 
bom in 1668; and a ** William Indiootl.** Thej were contempomrj 
with CkiTcmor £ndecoti*s grand chiMren, but were not derived irmn 
him. GQbert and William left many descendants, irim now icaide in 
DedhaUi Canton, nnd the sonth part of Maasaehuietta ; also in 
Connecticut; and are daily ^Heading thenndTea orer other portions of 
the ooantiy. Some still retain the seme orthogmphy es their ancesttns, 
wh'de others have changsd it to Endicott, which has led to the 
pcevaibng enor. What oonnesioR, if any, eiKlsd between thdr ancestot 
or nneestors and Goremor Endeoott, b oneertnin. It is not, howefer, 
improbable that they emigmted to tins oonnuy under Us patronage^ and 
that they were in some way connected widi btn». The Goremor end 
all his descendants to the third generation (17^) qieU their names 
Endecott; since then an t has been snbitituted for the « in the aeeead 
syllaUe. 
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In New England, the male defendants of Govprnor Endecott 
became, at one ptriod iie;irly t^\tinct. In 1738, sevcnl^ - three jcars 
aftir Iiis (iejith, tlnTL- were living only a great-grandson, named SatiiucI, 
aud iiis rliildren. The Aithcr of S^uiucl died about 1635, leavinsj him 
au only son, but seven years of age. As it resulted, the succession 
of his male descendants in New England depended on this child, all 
others Uavittg failed in male issue. Samuel, llicrefore, became the 
common ancestor of^ all bearing the name in New England, who arc 
tliu descendants of the Governor. Joseph, the youngest sou of the 
Doctor, and grandson of the Gomnor, emigrated to New Jersey in 
1698, where he died io 1747. Some of his desceodaaCs are aow 
living in that State. 

There is an original portrait of the Governor e\t,int, in possession 
of one of the family, talieu the year he died. By this we learn tliat 
his countenance was open, cnergeiic and independent, possessing much 
individuality of expression, and in perfect harmony with the character of 
the man.' According to the custooi of the age, he wore moustaches, 
and a tuft of hair upon liis chin. The likeness, in many respects, is 
thought to be woaderfullj preserved, among maoj of bis descendants, at 
the present da^. 

And now our task is done. We have endeavored only to perform 
Vfhat we considered a filial duty to our first American ancestor, who 
spent the most valuable part of a long life ia the service of bis 
adopted country, and fulfilled the high trnsts committed to his care

*'To say,** lemarka an able writeft "that the fathers of New 
England wore not fanttlesi, it merely to say that they were men; to 
say that tbey establidied no iostjtutioos, the object of which waa to 
bind the consciences of their successors, is praise as just as it is high. 
If they adbeved with undue tenadty to their own opinions, and fiiiled 
in charity towards those who diflered, diey «t Icnat left thdr poaterity 
free, without any attempt to secure befbro band the control of minds in 
other ages by transmitted aynbols aad tests. Above dl, it may deserve 
thoughtful enfuiry, befere we condemn the fiwoders of New England, 
whether a date of men Jess aton in their piinciplva, nnd austem in their 
tompeis, could have accomplished* under all the discouragements diat 
sorrouoded then, against all the obaiaclee winch stood in their way, the 
great work to which Providence called them, — the foundation of a 
family of tepublics, -coBfedeiated under a oonatitttlion of froo representative 
government* There h every reason to bolinvo, great nnd {tracious as 
are the lesulls of theu friuciples, Uthorto maaiifested to the world, that 
the quickening power of those principles will be more and mum diaplaynd, 
with every leaf that ia turned in the book of Providence." 

It has been proudly said, <*no nation or atate Jhas n nobler origin 
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or lincap tlnn Mna elwi M t ti.** Notliiiig cw be tnm. None but tbe 
loftieii a»d fuieit notites coold hate iedueed oar enoeitan in etnigile 
wlib the atern climate and eterile aoil of New Englaad. Theie m» 
no gpid iniM» er Dondo^ to allaM then. No tiofical Inwiiace 
» mppl/ their wute b/ tbe ipontaaeou predaetioBi ef BMora. Thcf 
could pmnun themielffes no exemption htm loit and ■oSering.— **In 
the iweat of thy hanr sbaU iboa eat bread," wae aura to be AtSt 
portion on tbia dde of theocNia. In these daya of our prosperity, there 
ia litde m remind us of the struggles and banlahipi of that fiwkm hope 
of bvannity who firat landed upon these shorea. We can have no 
realizing sense of it From this very fact, I fear poaterityt who 
are now rea|nag the fruits of their priociplea and aaeiificea* are too apt 
to Ibrget the debt of gratitude which is due to their memofiea and 
their virtnea. It is tin pride of England to trace ihwr ancestry back 
to the Norman Conqaett, to tbe ?assal Chie& who foUowed in the tram 
of the Conqineror* fint New Engbnd traces her origin baek tt» a far 
nolder conquest— (hat of principles over tyraany aad oppreiaiott:
